California  law  (the  Brown  Act),  the  City  Charter  and  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance 
provide  that  any  gathering  of  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  of  a 
committee  of  the  Board  to  discuss  matters  within  the  Board's  subject  matter  jurisdiction 
constitutes  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  These  laws  require  that  any  such  meeting  be 
open  to  the  public  and  noticed  and  conducted  in  compliance  with  the  Brown  Act  and  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance. 


The  DCCC  is  not  a City  agency,  does  not  speak  for  or  act  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  cannot 
transact  City  business.  But  the  DCCC  may  discuss  matters  that  could  fall  within  the  subject 
matter  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

No  law  addresses  whether  attendance  of  a majority  of  the  full  Board  or  of  its  committees  at  a 
meeting  of  the  DCCC  would  fall  under  the  public  meeting  requirements  of  the  Brown  Act, 
Charter,  or  Sunshine  Ordinance.  Out  of  an  abundance  of  caution,  those  Board  members  serving 
on  the  DCCC  will  comply  with  these  open  meeting  laws.

6.  Slate  Card  Vendor  Selection  (Dunning/Rosenthal/Wiener/Dorsey) 

DeJesus  - We  were  caused  to  spend  additional  funds  with  50+1.  This  must  be 
avoided. 

Jung  - In  the  case  of  a state  election  - when  candidates  such  as  Jerry  Brown 
are  on  cards,  those  candidates  generally  do  not  contribute  to  the  card. 
Because  they  are  on  the  card,  in-kind  forms  have  to  be  filed.  If  corrections 
have  to  be  made,  costs  go  up.  This  firm  has  agreed  to  pay  any  penalties. 
DeJesus  - sought  clarification  that  the  DCCC  will  not  incur  additional  fees. 

Jung  - confirmed  that. 

50+1  (Derse)  commented  - it  was  a complicated  process,  but  we  are 
committed  to  making  sure  that  invoices  are  brought  in  on  time.  I will  pay  for 
any  fees  incurred  based  on  billing/filing  problems.

6.  Slate  Card  Vendor  Selection  (Dunning/Rosenthal/Wiener/Dorsey) 

DeJesus  - We  were  caused  to  spend  additional  funds  with  50+1.  This  must  be 
avoided. 

Jung  - In  the  case  of  a state  election  - when  candidates  such  as  Jerry  Brown 
are  on  cards,  those  candidates  generally  do  not  contribute  to  the  card. 
Because  they  are  on  the  card,  in-kind  forms  have  to  be  filed.  If  corrections 
have  to  be  made,  costs  go  up.  This  firm  has  agreed  to  pay  any  penalties. 
DeJesus  - sought  clarification  that  the  DCCC  will  not  incur  additional  fees. 

Jung  - confirmed  that.

suggests  a vote  of  "no  endorsement." 

DeJesus  commented  that  the  $250,000  cap  has  to  be  lifted;  bill  is 
important;  though  flawed. 

Mandelman  associates  with  DeJesus'  comment. 

Chiu  commented  that  he  is  voting  "no"  because  of  the  drug  privacy 
issues;  increase  on  malpractice  caps  of  non-economic  damages;  this 
will  incur  significant  costs.

DeJesus  commented  that  the  $250,000  cap  has  to  be  lifted;  bill  is 
important;  though  flawed. 

Mandelman  associates  with  DeJesus'  comment. 

Chiu  commented  that  he  is  voting  "no"  because  of  the  drug  privacy 
issues;  increase  on  malpractice  caps  of  non-economic  damages;  this 
will  incur  significant  costs.

WHEREAS  Republican  James  Fang,  the  incumbent  District  8 BART  Director,  days 
later  made  unauthorized  use  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  name,  together 
with  individual  names  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee 
members  who  voted  to  make  no  endorsement,  to  attack  his  Democratic  challenger 
in  an  email  entitled  "San  Franciscans  Rejecting  Josefowitz,"  dishonestly  implying  the 
Democratic  Party's  approval  for  the  attacks  contained  therein;  and 

WHEREAS  Republican  James  Fang's  similarly  dishonest  tactic  involving  the  S.F.  Bay 
Guardian  (which  then  publicly  clarified  that  the  "SFBG  has  not  endorsed  James  Fang 
for  BART  board,  despite  a flier  from  Fang's  camp  that  made  use  of  our  logo") 
suggests  a pattern  of  misrepresentation  likely  to  include  further  unauthorized  uses 
of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  name  and  committee  members’  names  in 
direct  mail  and  other  campaign  communications  leading  up  to  the  November  4, 

2014  Election;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  condemns  Republican  James 
Fang's  unauthorized  use  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  name  and 
individual  names  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee  members 
to  attack  his  Democratic  challenger;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  calls  upon  Republican  James 
Fang  to  refrain  from  further  unauthorized  uses  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  County 
Central  Committee  members'  names  and  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  name 
in  his  campaign.

Jay  Hanson  - from  Sacramento.  Started  Cal  Young  Democrats  23  years  ago. 
Chief  Officer  for  Cal  Medical  Assn.  Several  ballot  measures  that  the  party  will 
have  to  address.  One  ballot  measure  provides  for  random  drug  testing  for 
physicians,  etc.  Joined  by  SEIU,  AFSCME,  ACLU,  etc.  Join  us  in  this  campaign. 
Will  be  decided  at  Cal  E-Board  meeting  in  the  middle  of  July.  Vote  No  on  Prop 
46. 

Jessica  Chan  - representing  her  mother  and  the  Tray  and  Alana  Pack  Patient 
Safety  Act  - qualified  for  the  Nov  ballot  re:  medical  malpractice.  This 
happened  to  her  mother.  Raise  MICRA  to  $1  million.  Vote  Yes  on  Prop  46. 

Margaret  O'Sullivan  - spoke  in  support  of  Mary  Jung.  Ethics  Commission 
found  no  merit  in  a complaint  that  was  filed  against  her.  Jung  operates  with 
the  utmost  integrity  and  professionalism.  We  should  focus  our  efforts  with 
the  Democratic  Party  like  taking  back  the  House. 

Tony  Fazio  - re:  unethical  personal  attacks  and  smear  campaign.  Uncalled  for 
in  Democratic  politics.

Michael  Nulty  - founder  of  Central  City  Democrats  and  running  for  Supervisor 
in  District  6.  Supports  the  proposal  in  item  6 re:  the  consolidation  of 
endorsements.  This  is  helpful  to  candidates  with  slim  resources. 

Tessa  Thompson  - Mary  Jung  has  taught  me  to  be  strong.  I was  once  picked 
to  speak  at  an  event  - I turned  it  down  because  a committee  altered  my 
speech.  Mary  reminds  me  that  women  must  be  strong  leaders. 

Bruce  Agid  - lifelong  Democrat.  Speaks  out  about  the  smear  campaign 
against  Mary  Jung.  She  is  a dedicated  leader  who  works  tirelessly.  This 
campaign  was  led  by  Jon  Golinger  who  submitted  25  ballot  arguments.  Mary 
was  supporting  an  effort  endorsed  by  the  DCCC.  We  should  work  together  for 
the  best  implementation  possible.  Time  to  build  a stronger  Democratic  party.

Frank  Noto  - long-time  Democrat  on  the  west  side.  Supports  Mary  Jung,  a 
great  supporter  of  our  Democratic  club.  The  Democratic  party  should  not  be 
shooting  itself  in  the  foot. 

Wendy  Aragon  - of  the  Richmond  District  Democratic  Club.  There  is  a growing 
sentiment  in  our  own  party  of  something  going  wrong.

The  chair  of  this  party,  as  a lobbyist,  did  not  recuse  herself  from  the  vote  and 
has  lobbied  against  members  of  this  committee.

Involved  in  State  Central  Committee.  Here  about  the  kerfluffle  of  how  some 
of  the  money  was  spent.  At  a loss  to  understand  why  is  there  a problem  - the 
money  was  spent  to  oppose  Prop  B - you  opposed  Prop  B and  sometimes  you 
have  to  respond  in  an  expedited  fashion.  Everyone  here  is  perfect  - I want  to 
see  you  work  together.  We  don't  eat  each  other  as  Democrats,  like  the 
Republicans.  Everyone  here  stand  in  support  of  Mary. 

Michael  Soncuya  - in  support  of  Mary  Jung,  the  first  Asian  woman  to  chair  the 
DCCC.

Mary  has 
worked  countless  hours  to  actually  build  the  Democratic  Party.  So  many 
others  have  used  the  DCCC  to  build  their  political  careers.  She  deserves  to  be 
thanked  and  commended;  not  censured. 

Carrell  McCarthy  - Mary  Jung  deliberately  set  out  to  confuse  the  voters. 
Unethical.  She  is  a paid  lobbyist.  Her  conduct  is  highly  questionable.  She  is 
bad  for  the  Democratic  Party.  I am  a born  Democrat.  This  is  the  first  time  I

Trevor  McNeil  - let's  keep  the  climate  positive  and  no  hissing. 

Mary  Jung  - and  it's  OK  not  to  applaud,  too.  We  have  to  keep  things  moving. 

Helen  Lei  - Mary  is  one  of  the  hardest  working  people  I know  and  is  a mentor. 
Please  support  her. 

Michael  Gumban  Pangilnan  - Filipino  American  Democratic  Club  - we  are 
here  to  be  bridge  builders.  Let's  not  tear  ourselves  apart.  Mary  is  hard- 
working, and  cares  for  the  Democratic  Party. 

Tami  Bryant  - only  came  because  of  the  SFGate  article.  Alarmed  by  what  I 
read  and  the  potential  conflict  of  interest.  This  needs  to  be  discussed  and 
there  needs  to  be  a change  in  policy. 

Ted  Fang  - a native  SF  and  a life-long  Democrat,  here  to  speak  in  support  of 
Mary  Jung,  the  first  Asian  American  woman  to  be  chair  of  the  Democratic 
Party.  We  need  more  representation  in  the  Democratic  party.  She  has  done  a 
great  job  to  support  diversity. 

Fiona  Ma  - She  left  the  Big  8 accounting  firm  in  1984,  and  began  to  get 
involved  in  politics.  She  is  here  to  support  Mary  Jung.  She  is  the  real  deal  and 
she  plays  by  the  rules.  She  does  whatever  it  takes  to  help  people  out  and  to 
represent  the  Democratic  Party.  We  all  care  for  civil,  human  and  individual 
rights.  We  need  to  support  those  who  believe  in  the  Democratic  Party.  There 
is  no  good  guy,  no  bad  guy,  no  wrong  or  right. 

Vince  Courtney  - affirms  what  Fiona  Ma  said.  Wants  to  address  another  issue. 
You  see  what  is  happening  in  DC;  that  is  not  happening  in  SF.  I was  a co-chair 
of  "No  on  B."  We  lost.  So  be  it.  I work  with  unions  and  business  on  the 
Alliance  - we  meet  every  month  and  we  try  to  work  together  and  arrive  at  a 
consensus.  How  are  we  going  to  do  that  if  we  tell  everybody  - don't  be  a 
Democrat? 

Vince  Courtney,  Jr.  - represents  the  Laborers  along  with  Ramon  Hernandez; 
on  executive  committee  of  SF  Labor  Council.  Our  members  are  the  working 
poor;  they  came  in  one  after  the  other  when  that  endorsement  meeting  took 


place.  They  were  lucky  when  Mary  Jung  and  12  others  stood  with  them.  We 
lost  and  that's  sad.  But  there  were  union  members  who  sided  against  us. 

Jay  Cheng  - president  of  Asian  Pacific  Democratic  Club.  My  wife  and  I cut  the 
ribbons  and  I am  here  to  defend  the  family  honor.  When  is  it  wrong  for 
Democrats  to  organize  - I ask  those  who  accused  us  of  being  a high  school 
pep  rally.  We  mobilized  today  to  support  the  party  and  Mary  Jung,  the  first 
Asian  to  chair  the  Democratic  Party.  In  the  interest  of  public  comment,  please 
keep  your  comments  brief. 

Also,  we  support  the  consolidated  process.  That  is  a very  good  thing. 

Brendan  Dunnigan  - joined  by  his  wife  and  two  sons.  We  stand  in  support  of 
Mary  Jung.  We  believe  in  the  process  that  was  created  to  support  the  "No  on 
B"  campaign.  We  live  in  the  Richmond  and  our  sons  go  to  public  schools.  We 
support  jobs  and  affordable  housing.  We  support  the  Democratic  Party.  His 
young  son  spoke:  we  are  lucky  to  live  in  this  great  city.  I believe  that  Mary  is  a 
great  choice  and  "No  on  B"  was  good. 

Linda  Richardson  - Bayview  Hunters  Point  resident.  She  has  served  on  every 
major  woman's  committee  in  this  City,  and  so  has  Mary  Jung.  She  works  to 
get  everybody  elected.  Look  at  the  cross-section  of  support  here  tonight.  The 
Democratic  party  has  become  vindictive  and  petty.  You  need  to  stop.  We 
have  enough  people  here  to  start  a recall  drive  against  everyone. 

Julie  Soo  - a member  of  the  State  Democratic  Party  and  on  the  Executive 
Board.  The  Democratic  party  is  a big  tent.  We  can  agree  to  disagree,  but 
when  it  gets  personal  - that  is  wrong.  These  are  the  issues  that  are  important 
(gave  a list).  Don't  engage  in  these  petty  arguments.  Let's  not  become 
another  Washington,  DC.  I stand  in  unity  with  Mary  Jung. 

Marily  Mondejar  - Filipina  Women's  Network -Jung  has  been  widely 
encouraging  my  community  and  me  to  get  involved  and  I finally  did.  Any  time 
of  the  day  and  night,  she  responds  to  my  texts  and  calls  and  she  is  there.  She 
supports  us.  Support  her  as  our  leader. 

Tina  Wong  - President  of  Chinese  Realtors  Association  - I work  16  hours  per 
day,  7 days  per  week.  Right  now,  my  profession  is  being  attacked.  Everyone 
accuses  us  of  not  doing  anything,  but  just  making  money.  We  are  accused  of 
speculation.  But  I work  to  help  people  buy  their  first  homes.  I work  with 
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Mary  Jung  through  SFAR  and  have  learned  what  she  does  to  support  women 
in  the  Chinese  Community.  Support  her  leadership. 

Alix  Rosenthal  - I notice  that  there  is  nothing  on  the  agenda  about  removing 
Mary  Jung  as  the  chair.  We  cannot  decide  anything  about  this. 

Hene  Kelly  - we  plan  to  bring  this  up  at  a later  time.  This  has  all  been  a plot  to 
let  you  see  how  your  Democratic  Party  listens  to  you. 

Patrick  Valentino  - I worked  on  the  "No  on  B"  campaign.  I found  Mary  Jung 
ethical  and  hard  working.  I took  a look  at  the  ethics  complaint  and  the  ethics 
rule  and  there  is  a disconnect.  I looked  at  the  DCCC  bylaws  and  found  no 
violation.  There  seems  to  be  an  enormous  distraction  here.  Maybe  we  don't 
have  enough  Republicans  to  kick  around.  "Yes  on  B"  folks  filed  25  false  ballot 
arguments  for  "No  on  B." 

Alex  Ku  - spoke  in  support  of  Mary  Jung. 

Ron  Flynn  - co-chair  of  the  Alice  B.  Toklas  LGBT  Democratic  Club.  We  need  to 
support  our  party. 

Sarah  Stocking  - a small  merchant  in  SF.  We  support  Mary. 

David  Waggoner  - former  President  of  the  Milk  club.  Wants  to  pose  to  the 
body  - what  is  the  issue  here?  What's  going  on?  If  what  has  been  reported  is 
true  - there  was  a last  minute  contribution,  money  went  to  non-union 
business  that  sent  out  robo-calls  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  issue.... 

Were  the  bylaws,  policies  and  procedures  followed?  Was  there  an 
emergency?  If  so,  what  was  it? 

Thomas  Li  - APDC  - I never  thought  about  getting  involved  as  a Democrat 
until  I worked  with  Mary.  I had  interned  in  Aaron  Peskin's  office  and  never 
thought  of  it.  But  Mary  showed  me  how  to  organize  others  and  work  on 
Democratic  issues.  I volunteer  my  time  because  Mary  Jung  brought  me  into 
the  party  tent. 

Fanny  Chu  - As  a voter,  I am  disturbed  to  see  this  witch  hunt  against  Mary 
Jung.  I expect  as  a voter,  public  servants  will  uphold  a sacred  part  of 
Democracy -to  allow  differing  opinions  and  consciousness-raising.  We  must 
understand  the  process  of  the  Democratic  Party  and  what  it  does.  Listen  to 
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the  voice  of  the  people.  I am  here  to  affirm  the  leadership  qualities  of  Mary 
Jung.

Kevin  Bard  - This  thing  reminded  me  so  much  of  a pep  rally.  Keep  in  mind 
that  what  the  DCCC  is  doing  is  not  aligning  with  the  voters.  Supports  the 
consolidation  process. 

Alyce  Brown  - was  a member  of  the  State  Democratic  Party  and  belongs  to 
several  caucuses  and  the  FDR  Democratic  Club.  I've  known  Mary  for  many 
years.  I am  surprised.  I thought  we  would  discuss  what  was  in  the  papers. 
There  is  an  ethical  problem  if  the  stories  in  the  newspapers  are  correct.  I love 
Mary.  If  there  has  been  dishonesty  and  unethical  ways,  then  I don't  want  to 
participate  in  the  party. 

Hala  Hijazi  - Leader  Pelosi  would  be  disappointed  in  the  process  of  attacking 
Mary  Jung. 

Cynthia  Crews  - member  of  the  League  of  Pissed  Off  Voters.  She  has  learned 
a few  things  from  this  meeting:  1)  if  you  do  anything  questionable,  bring  a F — 
ingarmy.  It  is  clear  that  Mary  Jung  is  well  liked.  I want  to  know  if  the 
committee  will  take  some  kind  of  action. 

Public  Comment  closed  at  8:24  pm. 

5.  Reports 

a)  Chair  (Mary  Jung).  Jung  read  from  the  following  statement: 

“Two  years  ago,  I was  elected  Chair  of  this  committee,  and  I have  done 
my  best  to  have  as  open  and  as  fair  a process  as  possible.  I believe  the 
DCCC  in  general  has  had  an  atmosphere  of  collegiality  and  we  are 
supportive  of  each  other.  This  has  been  good  for  the  Party  and  has 
allowed  us  to  work  throughout  the  State  of  California  to  elect  more 
Democrats  and  advance  our  agenda.  I've  tried  to  lead  by  example  and 
made  appointments  across  the  board.  This  wasn't  always  the  case. 

Because  of  our  unity,  we  have  been  able  to  raise  money  to  support  our 
excellent  staff  and  pay  them  a living  wage  with  health  benefits.  We  have 
a robust  internship  program  this  summer  and  hope  to  continue  it  for  the 
fall.  They  are  paid,  and  we  are  training  them  to  be  our  future  leaders. 
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We  are  out  every  week  registering  democrats.  We  have  one  of  the  most 
aggressive  phone  bank  programs  and  have  been  recognized  by  the 
California  Democratic  Party  for  our  great  work  in  competitive  counties 
and  districts. 

Our  city  has  real  world  issues  that  are  complex,  critical,  and  sometimes 
divisive.  When  we  are  united,  we  are  in  a much  better  position  to 
address  those  issues.  When  we  are  divided,  we  are  certain  to  fail.  The 
Party  will  fail. 

Let's  review  November  2013.  The  process  for  the  slate  card  is  the  same 
process  we  have  followed  for  years.  Anyone  can  participate  in  the 
process.  Most  people  choose  not  to.  From  what  I can  tell,  there  were 
two  pain  points  that  I can  see  that  were  issues  last  fall. 

(1)  Because  it  was  such  a small  ballot,  there  were  very  few 
places  to  raise  money  for  the  slate  card.  I know  of  at  least  one 
campaign  who  didn't  think  we  should  be  adding  on  administrative 
costs  to  the  cost  of  the  card.  For  those  of  you  who  don't  know,  the 
DCCC  adds  10-20%  to  the  card  to  pay  for  legal  and  accounting  fees 
incurred  for  the  creation  of  the  slate  card.  We've  been  doing  this 
for  as  long  as  I've  been  on  the  committee.  Because  of  that,  I was 
careful  to  raise  as  much  money  up  front  as  possible. 

(2)  Whenever  we  are  about  to  make  an  expenditure  or  do  a 
print  run,  we  ask  our  campaign  lawyers  for  their  sign  off  and 
approval.  At  the  end  of  October,  we  were  asked  to  do  a print  run 
for  the  No  on  8Wash  folks  that  our  lawyers  expressly  advised  us 
against  doing  unless  the  disclaimers  were  changed.  The  campaign 
was  not  happy  with  this  decision.  If  we  had  done  what  was  asked, 
we  could  have  incurred  fines.  We  would  not  put  the  DCCC  at 
financial  risk  and  shirk  our  fiduciary  responsibility. 

Next,  I want  to  address  the  Ethics  charge  that  Jon  Golinger  filed  against 
me  on  Election  Day.  First  - The  Ethics  Commission  wrote  a letter 
addressed  to  me  dated  June  12,  stating  "Based  on  the  information  that 
was  provided,  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  a violation  has  occurred,  and 
the  Ethics  Commission  will  take  no  action  regarding  this  allegation." 


Here  is  a copy  of  the  letter  dismissing  the  charge.  I want  to  note  this 
was  received  on  June  13th  and  that  the  No  Wall  people  received  the 
same  information. 

The  complaint  was  frivolous  and  was  dismissed.  The  irony  of  the  Yes  on 
B campaign,  which  masqueraded  as  the  No  on  B campaign  when  filing  a 
ballot  argument,  is  lost  on  no  one.  Their  actions  were  so  egregious  that 
the  City  Attorney  is  drafting  legislation  to  disallow  this  type  of  action  in 
the  future. 

Regarding  the  letter  dated  June  16  from  Members  Kelly  Dwyer,  Hene 
Kelly,  Petra  De  Jesus,  Eric  Mar,  John  Avalos  and  David  Campos. 

I don't  know  where  the  information  in  their  letter  came  from.  My 
general  rule  for  election  season  is  - 30  days  before  election  day  - any 
income  and  potential  expenditure  that  occur  are  reported  to  our 
attorney  and  our  accountants.  They  advise  me  on  what  we  are 
supposed  to  do  and  the  accountants  do  the  necessary  filings. 

For  the  Primary,  we  spent  a total  of  $67,280.  $4,300  for  phone  calls  - 
$607  for  robocalls,  and  $3,700  for  a phone  bank.  $63,000  went  to  mail. 
We  raised  a total  of  $72,000. 

I followed  the  procedures  of  past  chairs.  I should  not  be  held  to  a 
different  standard  than  past  chairs.  I seem  to  recall  over  a quarter 
million  dollars  in  expenditures  being  made  in  2009,  and  I didn't 
question  it.  You've  raised  some  questions  about  a $25,000  donation.  I 
did  not  directly  solicit  this  contribution  and  there  was  no  direction 
made  on  how  to  spend  the  donation.  The  cost  of  the  phone  calls  was  not 
$11,600,  they  were  $3,700.  In  terms  of  the  script  of  the  phone  call,  the 
Ethics  Commission  deemed  the  complaint  to  be  without  merit  and 
dismissed  it. 

The  notion  of  the  out  of  state  vendor  is  absurd.  Supervisor  Mar  used 
this  same  telephone  vendor  from  Austin,  Texas  in  his  re-elect  race  - 
Premiere  Political  Communications  - yet  he  is  complaining  now.  This 
vendor  also  does  work  for  SEIU  and  CTA.  Again,  this  isn't  a real  issue  - 
it  is  a political  attack.  The  firm  is  also  used  by  Emily's  List,  the  DNC,  the 
Democratic  Congressional  Campaign  Committee,  and  the  California 
Teachers  Association.  Hene  Kelly,  who  is  married  to  UESF  president 
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Dennis  Kelly,  never  protested  when  CTA  used  the  same  Texas  vendor. 
Planned  Parenthood,  SEIU  California,  Wendy  Davis  for  Governor,  and 
many  other  progressive  campaigns,  use  this  firm.  Any  member  who  has 
relationships  with  union  represented  California  based  phone  vendors 
that  you  have  used  should  forward  me  their  names  and  contact 
information  so  we  can  add  them  to  our  list  of  vendors  to  consider. 

You've  attacked  me  for  using  a non-union  firm,  yet  the  Yes  on  B 
campaign  used  a firm  that  is  on  the  California  Labor  Federation's  Do  Not 
Hire  list  for  taking  part  in  a pair  of  2012  campaigns  - quoting  from  their 
web  site  - that  they  “directly  attacked  labor  unions  and  caused  damage 
to  the  labor  movement.  We  encourage  all  unions,  labor  councils,  allies, 
and  candidates  seeking  our  support  to  not  hire  these  consultants  until 
further  notice."  CLF  represents  1200  unions  and  over  2 million  workers. 

Looking  forward,  it  looks  like  we  will  have  a clear  winner  in  the 
Controller's  race  by  the  end  of  the  week.  California  Dems  are  in  real 
danger  of  losing  a constitutional  office  to  the  Republican  candidate. 

We  need  to  ramp  up  our  efforts  to  turn  out  the  Bay  Area  vote  to  make 
sure  the  Secretary  of  State  and  Controller's  seats  remain  democratic. 
Right  now,  we  are  in  discussions  with  the  State  Party  to  run  a 
coordinated  campaign  on  Statewide  candidates  and  ballot  measures. 
Where  it  makes  sense  for  local  candidates  and  measures,  we  can 
participate.  This  plan  is  in  the  beginning  stages  of  formation.  As  the 
local  party,  it's  where  we  should  be  putting  our  efforts  - driving  Bay 
Area  turnout  to  offset  the  red  counties." 


Kelly  Dwyer  - I wrote  a letter  asking  some  questions.  I have  never  once 
questioned  your  leadership.  No  one  ever  said  that  you  would  be  asked  for 
your  resignation.  My  colleagues  and  I wanted  to  know  about  a $25,000 
contribution.  I did  not  leak  the  letter  to  the  Bay  Guardian.  This  has  spun 
out  of  control.  I am  simply  asking  questions.  I was  taken  aback  by  this 
surprise  gift  from  Ron  Conway.  I was  shocked  to  see  how  it  was  spent. 
There  was  an  expenditure  on  calls  of  $11,000.  Also,  I thought  there  was  a 
question  in  the  bylaws.  I am  new  and  not  sure  how  this  works.  We  had  a 
meeting  on  May  28.  We  got  a check  from  Ron  Conway  on  May  30.  You 
did  not  know  this  was  coming?  It  looks  like  backdoor  politics.  Conway 
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does  not  care  about  the  Democratic  Party.  The  voters  passed  Prop  B.  This 
is  about  developers  taking  over  the  City.  I could  not  afford  the  $250  ticket 
to  our  own  DCCC  fundraiser.  I want  to  know  about  this  $25,000.  It  seems 
weird  that  you  would  not  know  that  the  check  is  coming,  or  you  are  a 
really  good  lobbyist  and  can  bring  the  money  in.  I am  concerned  about 
conflicts  of  interest.  You  are  a lobbyist.  You  need  to  recuse  yourself  from 
future  votes. 

Speier  proxy  (Margo  Rosen)  - Ron  Conway  is  not  unknown  to  Democratic 
Party  politics.  You  do  not  know  him  and  what  he  does  so  you  should  not 
say.  The  Ethics  Commission  has  ruled  for  now.  Anyone  can  make  a claim. 
We  hear  claims  all  the  time.  Mary  got  a letter  after  she  was  cleared  at  this 
level.  This  was  personal. 

Hene  Kelly  - We  did  not  know  that  this  letter  came  (from  the  Ethics 
Commission).  It  is  a confidential  document  intended  only  to  the  addressee. 
We  did  not  know  about  it.  We  found  out  about  it  now.  These  questions 
were  asked  because  people  wanted  to  know  and  not  to  rip  on  Mary  Jung. 

If  you  ever  need  help  for  anything,  what  do  I do?  I ask  you  for  what  you 
need.  I know  you're  a hard  worker.  But  there  were  questions.  I came  to 
this  body  and  asked  for  a change  to  the  policies  and  procedures.  I lost. 
That's  OK.  I thought  it  would  be  a good  idea  for  people  to  think  about 
conflicts.  I was  not  going  to  ask  for  your  resignation.  I was  not  going  to 
raise  a ruckus.  I thought  this  person  on  the  DCCC  who  is  new  and  working 
to  start  a new  club  on  the  Westside  needed  help.  I supported  her.  I have 
complained  to  the  CTA  about  using  "that  firm."  When  the  CTA  had 
meetings  at  non-union  hotels,  I did  not  stay  there.  I have  told  my  husband 
he's  wrong.  I will  tell  anyone  they  are  wrong.  CTA  gave  us  5,000  t-shirts 
without  a union  bug.  We  returned  them  to  the  CTA.  I'm  glad  some  of  you 
stayed  to  listen  to  us.  This  is  a problem.  We  have  questions  and  we  don't 
know  how  to  ask  them.  What  happens?  We  have  thousands  of  people 
here  and  look  at  this.  I am  so  sorry  about  what  is  reported  in  the 
newspapers.  You  realize  that  papers  aren't  telling  the  truth.  Mary,  I just 
want  you  to  be  open  about  what  you  are  doing  and  let  us  know.  That  is  all 
that  we  ask  for.  I appreciate  you  and  am  willing  to  work  with  you.  This  is  a 
four  year  term,  or  a four  year  sentence. 

Scott  Wiener  - Sorry  to  be  late.  We  are  in  budget  discussions  and  I have  to 
go  back.  I am  concerned  about  these  unfair  attacks.  We  are  seeing  a 
directive  toward  Mary  Jung.  I do  not  question  the  motives  of  people  on 
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that  letter.  But  we  have  seen  from  Jon  Golinger  and  Aaron  Peskin  - a 
campaign  of  personal  destruction  against  Mary  Jung.  Instead  of 
committing  to  run  a great  campaign  - but  no  - if  you  have  the  gall  to  go 
against  us  then  we  are  going  after  you.  Anne  Halsted  was  attacked  for 
having  the  gall  to  take  her  stand  on  8 Washington.  They  are  out  to  destroy 
the  people  that  stand  against  them.  I have  known  Mary  a long  time  and 
have  known  her  to  be  of  great  integrity.  To  Kelly  - I do  disagree  about  that 
letter.  There  were  some  very  strong  statements.  It  was  leaked  to  the 
Guardian.  The  "No  Wall"  had  an  email  blast  to  go  after  Mary.  There  is  a 
broader  effort  to  discredit  and  attack  Mary  and  this  committee  should  not 
buy  into  that.  There  could  have  been  a better  way  to  ask  these  questions. 

Matt  Dorsey  - I voted  "Yes  on  B."  I was  disappointed  with  the  party's 
position  when  it  went  "No  on  B."  But  I am  a Democrat  and  we  should  do 
what  we  can  to  endorse  the  position  of  the  party.  I would  look  at  the 
bylaws.  I've  served  with  Mary  and  she  worked  hard  on  the  "NO  on  8 
Washington"  issue,  which  was  not  her  personal  position.  Maybe  the 
bylaws  should  address  certain  things.  I propose  a subcommittee  to  take  a 
look  at  this.  Mary,  you  have  been  a great  chair  and  I support  you. 

Dianne  Feinstein  proxy  (George  Broder)  - the  senior  Senator  has  no  doubt 
for  the  continued  capacity  of  the  Chair  to  serve  this  body  well.  She  has 
great  understanding  of  campaign  necessities.  Anybody  has  a right  to  ask 
questions,  but  it  crosses  when  you  use  words  like  "concern  about  the 
misuse  of  funds..."  "circumvent  bylaws..."  Missing  from  that  sentence  is 
that  it  was  the  established  position  of  the  DCCC  that  Mary  worked  for.  If 
you  want  to  write  a letter  to  the  chair  about  questions,  you  do  not  accuse 
the  chair  of  misuse  and  abuse.  It  is  an  unfortunate,  divisive  discussion  - 
which  has  been  absent  for  a couple  years.  Unfortunate  to  see  it  return 
here  tonight.  The  senior  Senator  fully  supports  Chair  Jung. 

David  Chiu  - there  was  a suggestion  that  it  was  a good  thing  that  all  these 
people  came  here  tonight.  It  is  sad  that  this  issue  brought  them  out.  I 
have  served  with  3 excellent  chairs.  Nothing  Mary  has  done  has  departed 
from  what  the  former  chairs  have  done.  Is  there  any  member  of  this  party 
- a straw  vote  - who  thinks  that  Mary  Jung  should  be  removed? 

Petra  de  Jesus  - this  is  out  of  order.  You  cannot  call  a vote.  I want  a ruling 
from  the  chair. 


David  Chiu  - this  is  not  a vote. 


Mary  Jung  - he  is  in  order.  (Discussion  back  and  forth.  Suggestion 
withdrawn.) 

Zoe  Dunning  - Kelly  Dwyer,  I understand  you  have  a question.  I think  it's 
disingenuous  for  you  to  say,  "Oh,  we  just  had  some  questions."  This  is  not 
curiosity.  It  is  accusations.  That  is  why  it  created  a reaction. 

I have  some  questions,  too.  This  is  clearly  a political  move.  I signed  up 
here  to  join  this  body  to  unite  the  body.  I have  no  doubt  that  if  this  body 
had  voted  to  support  B,  you  would  not  have  questioned  a similar 
expenditure.  I support  Mary.  She  was  within  her  guideline  as  chair.  This 
letter  is  not  the  way  to  ask  questions. 

Rafael  Mandelman  proxy  (Ken  Tray)  - This  morning  at  around  10  am,  I met 
a lot  of  people  where  we  had  a demonstration  about  affordable  housing 
and  the  fact  that  money  is  driving  people  out  of  town.  There  was  a 
teacher  facing  an  Ellis  Act  eviction  who  spoke.  United  Educators  of  SF 
member,  Mr.  Santiago,  spoke  about  facing  an  Ellis  Act  eviction.  Personally, 
I am  not  involved  in  the  inner  workings  of  this  committee.  I can  see  the 
distractions.  But  the  issues  of  this  morning  - are  the  issues.  Madam  Chair, 
in  your  opening  remarks,  you  brought  up  your  work  around  Ellis  Act 
legislation  - please  explain  your  role  (since  you  brought  it  up). 

Mary  Jung  - She  explained  Ken  is  talking  about  the  Campos  legislation 
which  passed.  The  legislation  has  to  do  with  the  amount  landlords  would 
pay  tenants  if  they  are  evicted.  The  formula  is  based  on  the  delta  between 
what  a tenant  is  paying  for  rent  and  what  the  market  rate  would  be  for  a 
similar  unit  x 24  months.  Example:  If  someone  is  paying  $1,000  per 
month  and  the  market  rate  is  $3,000,  the  delta  is  $2,000.  Multiply  $2,000 
x 24  months  and  that  would  be  the  payment  to  a tenant.  The  realtors 
asked  for  an  exemption  for  landlords  who  would  experience  genuine 
hardship.  She  recently  heard  of  a case  where  the  landlord  is  paying  over 
$200,000.  The  average  payment  is  expected  to  be  about  $65,000.  About 
the  realtors  - in  all,  the  majority  of  the  realtors  I know  are  honest,  hard- 
working people  and  are  completely  sympathetic  to  the  plight  of  working 
people  who  lose  their  homes.  I have  only  been  working  a little  more  than 
a year  at  the  Realtors,  but  we  are  bringing  a fresh  perspective.  We  are 
taking  a common-sense  approach  to  support  homeowners  and  tenants. 
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I'm  a life-long  Democrat.  When  I see  someone  being  evicted,  that  could 
be  a friend  or  a family  member.  I would  think  you  would  prefer  to  have 
someone  in  these  jobs  who  understands  the  plight  of  working  people. 

Kamala  Harris  proxy  (Matthew  Rothchild)  - I think  it  is  not  appropriate  for 
you  to  demonize  people.  People  I know  that  are  realtors,  are  good  people 
working  for  civil  rights.  To  attack  a group  of  people  based  on  their  career 
is  wrong.  We  support  Mary  Jung.  That  email  blast  from  the  "No  Wall" 
people  triggered  this  response. 

Trevor  McNeil  - in  the  spirit  of  the  classy  statement  from  the  Young 
Democrats,  I assume  the  best  intentions.  Mary  Jung  is  above-board.  I 
want  to  speak  as  the  only  person  up  here  who  has  been  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  SF  Democratic  Party. 

Kat  Anderson  - spoke  in  support  of  the  decisions  of  the  chair  and  pointed 
out  that  elected  DCCC  members  should  try  to  work  as  hard  as  Mary  Jung 
does,  and  to  take  their  roles  seriously  - like  showing  up  to  meetings,  as  a 
basic  duty.  There  is  stark  absenteeism  by  a number  of  members  and  these 
people,  who  promised  voters  they  would  do  the  work  of  the  committee 
are  not  adhering  to  their  duties  when  they  miss  meeting  after  meeting. 

Petra  de  Jesus  - I have  a duty  to  ask  questions  and  to  demand 
transparency.  "No  on  Prop  B"  was  endorsed  in  March.  There  was  no 
discussion  about  robo-calls  or  otherwise.  We  want  to  raise  the  issue  of 
whether  items  could  have  been  considered  - what  do  the  bylaws  allow? 
You  are  a lobbyist  working  on  Ellis  Act  legislation  and  this  affects  my 
community  in  the  Mission. 

We  need  to  talk  about  conflicts  of  interest  and  we  should  have  rules.  The 
way  this  came  about  appeared  to  be  improper.  If  nothing  improper  was 
done,  then  I take  your  word  for  it.  I don't  care  what  you  think  of  me.  I 
have  a right  to  do  this. 

Arlo  Hale  Smith  - I have  been  on  this  committee  for  30  years.  My  main 
objection  with  this  letter  is  that  it  intimates  that  Mary  violated  the  bylaws 
and  misused  funds.  It's  not  true.  This  has  been  done  at  campaign  time  for 
30  years.  Aaron  Peskin,  Carole  Migden  and  Scott  Wiener  did  that.  In  the 
past,  Hene  Kelly  is  one  of  the  few  to  ever  work  with  me.  Most  of  you  don't 
care. 
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Megan  Levitan  proxy  (Jim  Lazarus)  - there  is  a tinge  of  McCarthyism  here  - 
guilt  by  association,  guilt  by  employer.  It's  good  for  Ron  Conway  to  lobby 
with  Mark  Leno,  but  it's  bad  for  a contribution  to  be  made  to  enable  slate 
cards.  Megan  Levitan  supports  Mary  Jung's  decisions. 

Reportended.  No  action  taken. 

b)  CDP  Region  6 Update  (Hene  Kelly).  An  Executive  Board  committee 
meeting  will  occur  July  11-13  in  Oakland.  The  State  Democratic  Party  will 
not  make  an  endorsement  re:  the  AD  17  assembly  race.  Let  the  voters 
decide.  Fill  out  the  CADEM  2014  application.  Return  it  to  her  tonight  and 
she  will  send  it  in. 

c)  Voter  Registration  (Trevor  McNeil).  Voter  registration  efforts  happening  at 
Pride  and  all  summer  long  at  street  fairs  and  the  like.  We  need  DCCC 
members  to  help. 

d)  Club  Chartering  (Leah  Pimentel).  Will  give  her  report  under  item  6. 

e)  Finance  (Dunning).  Continuing  to  collect  funds  from  the  DCCC  breakfast 
fundraiser.  $11,  000  is  still  outstanding.  We  will  have  an  end-of-the 
summer  State  of  the  Party  party.  A low-dollar,  broad-based  event  in 
August.  To  acknowledge  all  that  we  have  accomplished  in  the  last  two 
years. 

f)  Treasurer  (Hsieh).  Given  by  Jung  in  Hsieh's  absence.  See  the  printed  report. 
The  finances  of  the  party  remain  strong. 

g)  Executive  Director  (Medina).  Presented  our  summer  interns  2014.  We  are 
doing  weekly  phone-banks  every  Thursday.  Doing  voter  registration  4 days 
per  week  all  summer  long.  We  have  13  high  schoolers  and  several  interns 
working  this  weekend.  We'd  like  some  adults  to  be  there  with  them. 

Please  come  and  share  an  hour  or  two  of  your  time.  We  will  have  ironing 
boards  and  will  go  in  pairs  into  the  crowds  to  register  people.  At  Civic 
Center  on  Pride  on  both  days.  10  am  to  4 pm. 

To  the  clubs  that  are  doing  voter  registration,  remember  the  bounty 
program.  You  can  raise  a lot  of  funds.

6.  Coordinated  Club  Endorsements  Proposal  (Pimentel/Selby)  Thea  Selby  and 
Pimentel  have  been  working  to  streamline  the  endorsement  process.  This 
proposal  has  suggested  venues  and  fundraising  ideas.  A sample  budget  is 
included.

Ally  Medina  - I would  like  to  codify  that  bonding  by  getting  a commitment 
from  each  club  to  do  one  event  with  us.  We  can  set  a percentage  of 
volunteers  from  each  club. 

M/S/C/U  (Rosenthal/Dorsey)  Kelly  abstains. 

This  body  gives  $1,905  to  this  effort  and  requests  that  the  clubs  match  that 
amount  and  participate  in  events  to  aid  the  Democratic  party,  as  stated  by 
Executive  Director  Ally  Medina. 

Kim-shree  Maufas  (Ammiano  proxy)  - want  to  include  the  schools  in  this 
process.  Principals  love  the  idea. 

7.  November  (Rosenthal).  We  are  sending  out  candidate  questionnaires  the  first 
week  of  July,  due  August  6.  We  will  let  you  know  about  candidate  interviews 
at  Local  261  on  August  9.  On  August  13,  we  will  meet  at  6 pm  to  vote  on 
endorsements.  I'd  like  to  suggest  that  we  cancel  the  July  23,  2014  meeting 
because  we  are  meeting  so  hard  on  endorsements. 

Mary  Jung  - since  we  are  meeting  at  6 pm  on  August  13,  that  will  be  fine.

Alex  Randolph  - He  helped  run  Bevan  Dufty's  campaign  in  the  Castro  8 years 
ago.  Spoke  in  support  of  Prozan.  Dufty  told  him  to  call  Prozan  to  get  ready 
for  campaigning.  She  is  an  incredible  mentor. 

Public  Comment  closed  at  7:35  pm. 

5.  Appointment 

According  to  Chair  Mary  Jung,  member  Leslie  Katz  moved  out  of  her  Assembly 
District,  leaving  her  seat  vacant. 

M/S/C/U  (Rothschild/Hsieh).  Proxy  Kim-Shree  Maufas  asked  for  a roll  call  on 
this  vote.  During  roll  call,  members  Tom  Ammiano  and  David  Campos 
abstained.  Otherwise,  the  appointment  of  Prozan  to  the  vacancy  left  by  Katz 
was  approved  unanimously  by  the  body.  (Member  David  Chiu  arrived  after 
the  vote  and  asked  that  it  be  noted  that  whereas  he  missed  the  vote,  he 


would  have  voted  affirmatively  to  appoint  Prozan.  He  had  given  his  proxy  to 
member  Leah  Pimentel  who  had  to  take  her  son  to  the  emergency  room  and 
missed  the  meeting.) 

Prozan  took  a seat  with  the  DCCC  members  and  commented  that  she  looks 
forward  to  working  with  everyone  and  thanked  everyone  for  their  support. 

6.  Reports 

a)  Chair  (Mary  Jung).  She  reported  the  Party  raised  enough  money  to  put 
the  slate  card  out.  Executive  Director  Ally  Medina  will  send  it  out  to  all 
members  via  e-mail. 

b)  CDP  Region  6 Update  (Hene  Kelly).  An  Executive  Board  committee 
meeting  will  occur  July  11-13  in  Oakland.  There  will  be  a post  primary 
meeting  after  the  June  election.  She  will  find  out  more  about  the  process 
and  what  will  be  allowed  in  terms  of  clubs  being  allowed  to  vote. 

c)  Voter  Registration  (Trevor  McNeil).  Looking  forward  to  working  with  the 
summer  interns.  Please  grab  Voter  Registration  forms  whenever  you  go 
out. 

d)  Club  Chartering  (Thea  Selby  for  Pimentel).  Looking  at  how  to  simplify  and 
streamline  the  endorsement  process.  This  helps  candidates  with  logistics 
issues  and  clubs  that  are  small  and  don't  have  appropriate  meeting  places. 
Would  like  DCCC  to  support  a pilot  program  for  bringing  some  of  the  clubs 
together  for  the  endorsement  process.  Some  clubs  will  donate  towards 
this  endeavor.  At  the  LGBT  center,  7 clubs  could  hold  meetings  and  the 
cost  would  be  $1800  to  rent  the  whole  venue.  The  Harvey  Milk  Club 
pledges  $300  in  support. 

Tom  Temprano  spoke  on  the  topic  of  clubs  being  able  to  have  unique 
interaction  with  the  candidates  - it's  just  candidates  hopping  around  the 
building  instead  of  hopping  around  the  City. 

Member  Kelly  Dwyer  mentioned  the  Irish  Cultural  Center  as  a possible 
location  for  meetings  on  the  west  side. 

Member  McNeil  also  supports  the  idea  of  a meeting  on  the  west  side. 
Offers  two  suggestions:  1)  candidates'  friends/volunteers  covering  the 
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sidewalk  - make  way  for  people  to  pass,  and  2)  clubs  consider  requiring 
that  members  attend  at  least  one  meeting  before  voting  in  an 
endorsement  meeting. 

Member  Kelly  asked  Kim-Shree  Maufas  if  such  meetings  can  be  held  at 
schools,  who  responded  that  they  can  be  - but  teachers  have  to  be  asked 
for  use  of  their  classrooms.  Have  to  check  with  the  schools.  Kelly  also 
raised  the  issue  of  multiple  memberships. 

Member  Prozan  discussed  Saturday  on  the  east  side,  Sunday  on  the  west 
side  - can  also  use  Jewish  Community  Center. 

Member  Levitan  commented  that  it  would  be  really  effective  if  we 
consolidated  the  interview  meetings.  Alex  Walker  affirms  that. 

Thea  Selby  commented  that  they  did  look  at  schools,  but  schools  are 
opening  in  August  when  the  endorsement  process  will  begin.  Selby  moved 
that  the  party  fund  this  pilot  program  for  a streamlined  endorsement 
process  for  the  November  election  in  the  amount  of  $3,000. 

Member  Levitan  suggested  a more  refined  proposal  be  brought  to  the 
next  meeting  with  a specific  budget.  Members  Kelly,  Malia  Cohen  and  Zoe 
Dunning  affirmed  that,  and  want  to  associate  with  Levitan's  comments. 

Jung  suggested  that  the  motion  be  removed  and  a committee  come  up 
with  a plan  and  a budget  to  be  presented  next  month.  Selby  agreed  to 
withdraw  the  motion  under  those  circumstances. 

e)  Finance  (Dunning).  We  still  have  $20,000  outstanding  to  collect  from  the 
fundraising  breakfast.  A state  of  the  party  party  is  slated  for  July. 

f)  Treasurer  (Hsieh).  The  financial  state  of  the  party  is  very  strong.  We  have 
about  $110,000  cash  on  hand  between  our  two  accounts.  We  have 
$83,000  of  discretionary  funding,  which  is  exactly  where  we  need  to  be.  If 
others  want  more  expenditures,  we  would  need  to  plan  another  event. 

We  need  about  $120,000  to  run  our  DCCC  - to  pay  and  benefit  staff  and 
cover  legal  and  accounting  expenses.  We  are  lucky  that  our  rent  at  the 
Hatch  is  given  to  us.  Current  budget  does  not  include  the  outstanding 
pledges.

g)  Executive  Director  (Medina).  Introduced  some  of  our  summer  interns.  We 
will  have  10  interns  working  about  3 days  per  week,  paid.  Claire  Conroy 
was  promoted  to  Operations  Manager.  The  interns  will  first  be  working  on 
the  Ami  Bera  Campaign.  Medina  is  ordering  more  business  cards.  Let  her 
know  if  you  need  cards.  She  also  asked  for  help  editing  Constant  Contact 
emails.  Member  Anderson  volunteered. 

7.  Resolution:  Firefighter  and  Police  Disabilities 

(Anderson/Chiu/Rosenthal/Hsieh/Kelly/Dwyer) 

Proposed  resolution  supporting  legislation  (BOS/Chiu)  to  create  a 
presumption  that  firefighter  and  police  disabilities  from  illnesses  such  as 
cancer  are  caused  by  their  work. 

Member  Anderson  spoke  in  honor  of  her  step-father,  a retired  firefighter,  and 
all  those  who  are  affected  by  work-related  illnesses.  Suggested  viewing 
"Toxic  Hotseat,"  documentary  about  these  issues.  Thanked  SF  Firefighters 
Local  798  President  Tom  O'Connor  for  speaking  during  public  comment  and 
representing  these  brave  service-members,  who  deserve  our  support. 

Member  Tom  Hsieh,  whose  brother  is  a firefighter,  thanked  member 
Anderson  for  bringing  this  to  the  DCCC.  He  hears  this  as  a continuing  story  of 
cancer.  Think  of  ailments  of  those  who  worked  9/11.  This  is  a real  issue.  This 
line  of  duty  - there  aren't  many  options  for  them  when  they  contract  cancer  - 
difficult  re:  the  presumption.  Hope  others  will  follow  to  pass  a presumptive 
ordinance. 

Member  Bill  Fazio  queried  whether  the  policy  is  too  limited.  Other  ailments 
covered  by  state  should  be  covered  by  local  ordinance.  Member  Chiu 
responded  that  we  are  mirroring  what  the  state  has  re:  the  cancer 
presumption. 

Kelly  wants  name  added  as  a sponsor.  Her  father  worked  at  Mare  Island.  He 
died  of  mesothelioma.  What  is  happening  to  first  responders  is  what 
happened  to  people  working  at  Mare  Island.  No  one  should  have  to  fight  a 
battle  3 times.  She  thinks  this  is  a good  resolution.  We  should  protect  our 
first  responders. 

Dwyer  wants  to  add  name.  She  is  a wife  of  a firefighter.  Thanked  Chiu  and 
Anderson  for  this  resolution. 
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Member  Matthew  Rothschild  called  the  question.  There  was  no  objection. 

Proxy  Keith  Baraka  thanked  Supervisor  Chiu  and  member  Kat  for  supporting 
this.  He's  seen  too  many  firefighters  in  caskets. 

M/S/C/U  (Anderson/Hsieh)  Passed  by  acclamation.  No  abstentions. 

8.  New  Business

c)  Issues  (Alix  Rosenthal).  Zoe  Dunning  chaired  the  Issues  Committee  and 
reported  the  Issues  committee  recommends  the  carbon  tax  be  passed. 
There  was  no  vote  on  whether  to  recommend  how  to  vote  on  the  Soda  tax. 
Item  8,  AB  1266  repeal,  was  withdrawn. 

d)  Voter  Registration  (Trevor  McNeil).  He  is  interested  in  working  with 
members  to  activate  our  clubs.  It  has  been  2 years  since  we  went  to  our 
clubs  asking  for  their  endorsements  and  it  will  be  two  more  years  before 
our  next  election.  Matt  Dorsey  and  Kelly  affirmed  that. 

e)  Club  Chartering  (Leah  Pimentel).  Report  on  club-related  activities,  and 
update  from  the  Presidents'  Cabinet  meeting.  New  Avenues  Democratic 
Club  (Peter  Lauterborn)  submitted  an  application  for  charter.  This  club  is 
on  the  West  Side.  Kelly  Dwyer  is  the  interim  president. 

M/S/C  (Pimentel/Leslie  Katz)  to  charter  this  club.  Passed  by  acclamation. 

There  was  a successful  Presidents  cabinet  meeting.  Discussed  how  to 
streamline  endorsement  process,  including  setting  questions. 

f)  Recording  Secretary  (Kat  Anderson).  Attendance  report  on  DCCC 
membership.  Jung  asked  that  this  report  be  attached  to  the  February 
minutes. 

g)  Finance  (Zoe  Dunning).  DCCC  breakfast  on  April  11  at  Hotel 
Intercontinental.  Working  on  sponsorships.  Congresswoman  Jackie  Speier 
will  be  featured  speaker. 

h)  Treasurer  (Tom  Hsieh).  Finances  are  good.  With  fundraiser,  we  will  have 
at  least  3 months  of  cushion.  Thanked  our  executive  director  for  keeping 
to  our  budget.  Thanked  Chris  Gruwell  for  free  space  at  The  Hatch. 

i)  Executive  Director  (Ally  Medina).  As  of  this  morning,  we  have  registered 
750  voters  this  year.  She  brought  proxy  forms  for  the  Convention.  Lunar 
New  Year  College  Democrats  fundraiser  raised  $8,000.  After  expenses, 
that  gives  $5,000  to  support  students'  attendance  at  the  Convention.  Our 
volunteer  effort  was  great  for  the  Alvarez  for  Mayor  campaign. 
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6.  Resolution:  Carbon  Tax  (Joni  Eisen,  President,  Potrero  Democratic 
Club/Avalos/Campos/Chiu/Cohen/DeJesus/Dorsey/Kelly/Mandelman/ 
Pimentel/Rosenthal/Wiener/Noe  Valley  and  Richmond  Democratic 
Clubs/Katz/Dwyer)  Proposed  resolution  urging  the  U.S.  Congress  to  enact  a 
tax  on  the  C02  potential  of  fossil  fuels  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  U.S.  C02 
emissions  to  10  percent  of  1990  levels  by  2050. 

Hsieh  will  vote  "no,"  on  this  because  he  can  barely  afford  to  pay  for  fuel.  He 
does  all  that  he  can  to  keep  his  automobile  costs  down,  bikes,  carpools,  etc. 
This  is  a complicated  issue,  but  he  does  not  believe  that  a tax  that  begins  on 
the  refinery  level  will  filter  down  to  the  consumer.  This  is  regressive. 

Bill  Fazio  will  join  with  Hsieh.  A lot  of  his  clients  will  not  file  their  income  taxes 
and  won't  be  able  to  get  their  money  back. 

David  Chiu  called  the  question. 

M/S/C  (Rafael  Mandelman/Rosenthal).  This  passed  by  acclamation,  with 
Speier  abstaining. 

7.  Resolution:  Sugary  Beverage  Tax  (Pimentel/Ammiano,  Avalos,  Campos,  David 
Chiu,  Malia  Cohen,  Matt  Dorsey,  Kelly  Dwyer,  Dunning,  Katz,  Kelly,  Leno, 
Mandelman,  Mar,  McNeil,  Rosenthal,  Ting,  Wiener.) 

Proposed  resolution  supporting  a sugary  beverage  tax  for  the  purpose  of 
decreasing  consumption  and  enhancing  public  health  and  to  fund  recreation 
and  nutrition  programs;  and  urging  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  submit  to 
voters  a ballot  measure  for  the  Nov.  2014  election  to  tax  sugary  beverages. 

Eric  Mar  and  Scott  Wiener  thanked  Pimentel  for  bringing  this  to  the  DCCC. 

30%  of  teenagers  have  pre-Diabetes.  That  is  a healthcare  catastrophe.  This 
tax  will  generate  over  $30  million  in  funding  for  school  and  Recreation  & Park 
nutrition  and  physical  education  programs.  This  will  improve  public  health. 
Wiener  addressed  the  "Why  are  we  voting  on  this  now?"  question.  He 
answered  there  needed  to  be  time  to  urge  legislative  action.  It  can  only  go  on 
the  ballot  if  the  BOS  votes  to  place  it  on  the  ballot.  We  know  the  beverage 
industry  is  going  to  come  in  and  try  to  "big  foot"  this  issue,  spending  millions 
of  dollars.  We  need  to  help  build  a coalition. 
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Pimentel/Wiener  amends  the  resolution  by  removing  footnotes  so  it  will  fit  on 
one  page  in  compliance  with  DCCC  rules.  No  objections. 

Hsieh  spoke  in  response.  He  agrees  that  obesity  is  a problem.  He  works  with 
BMW  which  represents  the  American  Beverage  Corporation.  This  is 
complicated.  It's  about  total  food  caloric  intake.  The  legislation  being 
presented  stresses  that  a drink  with  25  calories  of  sugar  will  be  taxed  at  2 
cents  per  ounce.  A gram  of  sugar  is  equal  to  4 calories.  Yes,  this  targets  soda, 
but  it  also  targets  fruit  drinks.  Also,  physical  activity  has  been  reduced 
because  of  our  lifestyles.  Must  consider  unintended  consequences.  Pointed 
at  distribution  point  - a tariff  - any  12-oz  can  of  soda  will  be  taxed  at  24  cents. 
The  merchant  will  have  to  raise  prices.  Many  merchants  are  opposed  to  this. 
This  has  a regressive  nature.  It  is  intended  to  help  low-economic  families,  but 
they  are  the  ones  most  impacted  by  the  higher  prices. 

Kelly  stated  she  was  a health  educator.  Sugary  beverages  introduce  sugar 
into  a body  without  letting  the  body  know  that  it  has  eaten  enough.  Education 
is  extremely  important.  Agreed  that  healthy  foods  need  to  be  brought  to  the 
low-income  neighborhoods. 

Arlo  Hale  Smith  stated  this  is  another  tax  on  the  working  class.  He  recalled  the 
late  Michael  Goldstein  and  that  he  and  Goldstein  agreed  to  not  support  a 
tobacco  tax.  Democrats  should  not  engage  in  more  tax  and  spend.  This  is  a 
step  in  the  wrong  direction,  just  like  the  war  on  drugs. 

Wiener  - All  of  Hsieh's  arguments  could  be  used  to  prohibit  a tobacco  tax. 
We've  talked  about  legalizing  marijuana,  but  we  would  also  tax  it.  The  tax  in 
Arkansas  was  2 cents  per  12  oz.  It  was  too  de  minimis  - one  would  not  expect 
it  to  affect  consumption.  Regarding  the  700  businesses  that  allegedly  oppose 
the  tax,  some  of  those  may  have  not  been  gotten  legitimately.  See  the  article 
in  the  Bay  Guardian. 

Hsieh  - responds  to  Wiener's  comments.  There  was  an  expose'  in  the  Bay 
Guardian.  They  found  some  inconsistencies,  such  as  the  wife  of  an  owner 
signing  something  rather  than  the  owner.  There  are  paid  canvassers  going 
around  and  talking  to  merchants  about  whether  they  want  such  a tax.  There 
were  4 or  5 mistakes  found  - that  was  a broad  brush.  He  has  been  with  the 
people  who  have  real  concerns.  He  has  been  with  them  at  City  Hall.  They 
should  not  be  demonized. 
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Jung  does  not  believe  in  the  nanny  state.  She  is  troubled  by  the  regressive  tax. 
She  would  like  to  hear  more  about  this.  She  wishes  the  other  side  were 
present  to  address  the  questions. 

Leslie  Katz  called  the  question.

Democratic  Party  to  endorse  Prop  B to  protect  the  waterfront. 

• Sigrid  Irias,  an  attorney  who  works  for  San  Francisco  La  Raza  Lawyers' 

Association  urged  the  endorsement  of  Daniel  Flores  for  S.F.  Superior  Court 
Judge. 

• Bruce  Agid,  a member  of  several  community  organizations,  opposes  Prop  a 

B because  it  will  delay  or  kill  proposed  developments,  and  jeopardize 

needed  funding  and  open  space,  especially  south  of  AT&T  Park. 

• Patrick  Valentino  from  South  Beach  is  against  Prop  B.  He  believes  we 
should  be  building  more  housing,  not  taking  away  jobs,  housing  and 
funding  for  affordable  housing. 

• Merle  Goldstone  invites  the  S.F.  Democratic  Party  to  co-host  an  upcoming 
event  for  State  Senator  Nina  Turner,  a Democratic  candidate  for  Secretary 
of  State  in  Ohio.  She  also  urges  a yes  vote  on  Prop  B. 

• Xochitl  Carniom,  who  works  for  La  Raza  Lawyers'  Association  and  is  on  the 
California  Law  Revision  Commission,  urges  the  Party  to  endorse  Daniel 
Flores  for  Judge.  Flores  has  the  right  temperament  and  commitment  to 
the  community,  as  well  as  experience  as  a litigator. 

• Jim  Wachob  invited  Democrats  to  the  Irish  American  Democratic  Club's 
annual  St.  Patrick's  Day  Party  on  March  14. 

• Vivian  Imperiale  urged  support  for  Prop  B,  expressed  awe  for  the  beauty 
of  San  Francisco's  waterfront,  which  must  be  preserved. 
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Madeline  Zapeda,  an  Alameda  County  Public  Defender,  supports  Daniel 
Flores  for  Judge.  She  discussed  his  leadership  in  being  a strong  mentor  for 
law  students. 

Henry  Karnilowitz,  of  the  San  Francisco  Small  Property  Owners  Association, 
opposes  Prop  B because  San  Francisco's  waterfront  doesn't  have  iconic 
buildings  like  the  Sydney  Opera  House.

Al  Williams,  supporting  Kimberly  Williams  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge, 
attested  to  the  candidate's  broad  range  of  experience,  and  urged  the  party 
to  endorse  her. 

Jonathan  Roberts,  an  attorney,  urging  support  for  Daniel  Flores  for  Judge, 
cited  his  excellent  record  as  a mentor  to  others  in  the  legal  profession. 

Rocio  Avila  urges  the  endorsement  of  Daniel  Flores,  who  influenced  her 
own  decision  to  attend  law  school,  and  his  support  for  the  community  as  a 
staff  attorney  at  La  Raza  Centro  Legal. 

Corinne  Woods,  of  Mission  Creek,  has  decades  of  experience  in  waterfront 
land  use  issues.

Vince  Courtney,  Sr.  represents  building  trades  and  Alliance  for  Jobs  and 
Sustainable  Growth,  opposing  Prop  B.  Noted  that  Alliance  voted 
unanimously  to  oppose  Prop  B. 
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Susan  Pfeifer,  pitching  March  22nd  enrollment  event  for  Covered  California 
for  OCA.  Asks  for  Healthy  San  Francisco  enrollees  and  those  who  know 
them  to  consider  joining  Covered  California.

• Chair  Mary  Jung  summarized  an  e-mail  from  Chad  Lonberger  urging  the 
DCCC  to  endorse  the  no  position  on  Prop  B. 

• Jung  summarized  an  e-mail  from  Joshua  Channell  opposing  Prop  B. 

• Jan  Chaffee,  on  behalf  of  grandchildren,  wants  them  to  have  a chance  to 
enjoy  waterfront,  urges  the  DCCC  to  vote  yes  on  Prop  B. 

• Alma  Robinson  expresses  support  for  Kimberly  Toney  Williams  for  Judge. 

• James  Bryant  opposes  Prop  B because  it  will  stifle  needed  economic 
opportunities  in  San  Francisco. 


5.  Reports 

DCCC  member  reports,  including  discussion  and  possible  action,  to  offer 
updates  on  work  assignments  and  discuss  ongoing  objectives. 

a)  Chair  Report:  Chair  Jung  reported  on  recent  Democratic  Party  activities, 
including  the  recent  California  Democratic  State  Convention  in  Los  Angeles. 
She  pointed  to  a handout  from  the  CDP  that  reflects  the  candidate  and 
statewide  proposition  endorsements  from  the  Convention  and  stated  the 
SFDCCC  must  follow  these  same  endorsements.  Jung  noted  that  neither  of 
the  contested  races  received  the  necessary  60  percent  for  endorsement, 
and  that  will  be  reflected  on  the  slate  card. 

► 
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• Malia  Cohen  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to  skip  the  reports  to  get  to  the 
endorsement  process.  Jung  responded,  and  Dunning  agreed,  that  reports 
would  be  very  brief. 

b)  Finance  Report:  Zoe  Dunning  pointed  out  the  invitation  that  had  been 
distributed  on  the  DCCC  fundraising  breakfast  at  the  Intercontinental 
Hotel  on  April  11.  U.S.  Rep.  Jackie  Speier  is  slated  to  keynote,  and  Dunning 
hopes  it  will  be  the  make  best  fundraiser  ever. 

c)  Executive  Director:  Ally  Medina  noted  that  22  Young  Democrats  went  to 
the  convention  in  Los  Angeles,  and  San  Francisco  State  University's  College 
Democrats  were  honored  there  as  College  Dems  of  the  Year. 

6.  Endorsements 

Alix  Rosenthal  discussed  the  SFDCCC's  endorsement  process  for  candidates 
and  ballot  measures  for  the  June  3,  2014  Municipal  Election:  candidates  are 
allotted  five  minutes  for  their  presentations,  and  another  five  minutes  will  be 
reserved  for  questions.  Questionnaires  have  posted  on  website,  Rosenthal 
said,  expressing  hope  that  everyone  saw  them.  Hene  Kelly  discussed  the 
process  she  would  employ  to  inform  candidates  of  their  remaining  time 
during  their  presentations. 

a)  Endorsement  of  candidate  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge,  Seat  No.  20 

Daniel  Flores,  candidate  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge:  Flores  discussed 
being  born  in  San  Francisco's  Excelsior  District  to  immigrant  parents.  He  is 
a father  with  two  children,  and  his  wife  is  also  a native  San  Franciscan.  His 
entire  law  practice  has  been  in  San  Francisco.  He  interned  at  La  Raza 
Centro  Legal,  and  did  civil  litigation  for  a San  Francisco  law  firm.  He 
opened  his  own  law  practice  in  2005  to  represent  individuals  and  the  small 
business  community.  As  a native  Spanish  speaker,  he  knew  he  could  be  a 
resource  for  the  community.  He  represented  tenants  against  landlords,  as 
well  as  landlords  trying  to  navigate  city  laws.  He  fell  in  love  with  the  court 
system,  began  volunteering  at  the  Public  Defender's  office,  and  now  does 
criminal  defense  work.  For  the  last  seven  years,  he  has  appeared  before 
many  judges,  and  is  endorsed  by  21  judges  on  the  San  Francisco  bench. 

He  respectfully  asks  for  S.F.  Democratic  Party's  endorsement. 

• Rosenthal  asked  Daniel  Flores  about  the  fact  that  his  party  registration 
was  undeclared  until  recently.  Flores  responded  that  he  registered  as  a 
young  man,  and  didn't  think  party  identification  mattered.  However,  he 
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has  supported  the  values  of  the  Democratic  Party  consistently,  as  a voter 
and  as  a donor.  He  is  pro-choice,  pro-same-sex  marriage,  supports  a living 
wage,  and  is  an  advocate  for  affordable  housing.  He  believes  his  actions 
speak  for  his  Democratic  values. 

• Matthew  Rothschild  credits  Flores  with  being  motivational  speaker,  but 
questions  why  he  said  it  wouldn't  matter  to  be  a Democrat  as  a young 
voter. 

• Flores  reiterated  that  when  he  registered  as  an  18  year  old,  he  saw  no 
reason  to  join  a party  at  the  time. 

• David  Chiu  asked  how  many  trials  Flores  had  handled?  Flores  responded 
15  trials,  11  criminal  trials  (comprising  10  misdemeanor  and  one  felony 
matters),  and  two  juvenile  matters  as  well. 

• Bill  Fazio  offered  comment  on  concerns  voiced  by  Rosenthal. 

• George  Broder  asked  if  Flores  passed  the  Bar  Exam  on  his  first  try.  Flores 
answered:  Yes. 

Carol  Kingsley,  candidate  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge:  Kingsley 
acknowledged  that  she  brought  handouts,  but  regretted  that  she  didn't  bring 
cheerleaders  to  the  meeting  to  attest  to  her  qualifications,  but  applauds  all 
those  who  showed  up.  Experience  matters,  Kingsley  argued,  noting  that  she 
has  30  years  of  experience  as  a mediator.  While  she  has  experience  in  both 
criminal  and  civil  matters,  the  bulk  of  her  experience  has  been  on  civil  side.  In 
past  10  years,  she  has  successfully  mediated  hundreds  of  cases.  As  Police 
Commissioner,  she  heard  cases  there  which  were  quasi-judicial.  That's  why 
she  has  demonstrated  she  has  the  experience  and  temperament  for  the 
judiciary.  She  has  life  experience,  too,  and  knows  what  it's  like  to  have  a 
family  member  murdered.  She  has  been  a leader  for  twenty  years  on  the 
issue  of  gun  control.  Her  experience  distinguishes  her  from  the  other 
candidates.  She  is  also  proud  to  be  a lifelong  Democrat,  and  touted 
endorsements  that  include  former  City  Attorney  Louise  Renne. 

• Chiu  asked  about  Kingsley's  trial  experience.  Kingsley  has  not  served  as  an 
advocate  in  trials,  but  has  been  a mediator  on  hundreds  of  cases.  She  has 
also  been  a hearing  officer  on  many  more.

• Broder  asked  if  Kingsley  passed  the  Bar  Exam  the  first  time?  Kingsley 
responded  by  noting  that  she  had  been  served  divorce  papers  two  weeks 
before  the  exam,  and  for  those  personal  reasons  passed  the  exam  on  her 
second  try. 

• Rosenthal  asked  why  Kingsley  had  not  taken  a position  in  the 
questionnaire  on  the  issues  questions.  Kingsley  cited  the  canon  of  judicial 
ethics,  which  she  believes  prohibits  taking  positions  as  a judicial  candidate 
on  matters  that  may  come  before  the  bench.  She  was,  in  fact,  advised  not 
to  take  a hard  position  on  political  issues. 

• Hale  noted  that  he  is  aware  of  a Minnesota  case  that  conflicts  with  that 
view,  which  would  allow  judicial  candidates  to  take  positions. 

• Rosenthal  asked  what's  the  gender  breakdown  in  local  judiciary.  Kingsley 
answered  that  she  didn't  have  hard  numbers,  but  believes  it's  about  one- 
third  women  and  two-thirds  men. 

Kimberly  Toney  Williams,  candidate  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge:  Williams  is 
a native  San  Franciscan,  and  her  story  is  very  much  woven  into  the  fabric  of 
San  Francisco  itself.  Her  family  migrated  to  San  Francisco  in  1942,  as  many 
African  American  families  did  to  be  a part  of  the  World  War  II  effort.  Her 
grandmother  worked  in  shipyards.  In  1954,  her  family  bought  home  in 
Portola,  helping  advance  the  American  dream.  Williams  was  the  first  in  her 
family  to  graduate  from  college,  and  worked  for  a time  as  a securities  broker. 
She  then  returned  to  law  school,  fulfilling  the  dream  of  her  grandmother,  who 
always  wanted  her  to  be  a lawyer.  Williams  went  on  to  serve  as  Assistant 
District  Attorney  for  19  years,  under  District  Attorney's  Arlo  Smith,  Terrence 
Hallinan,  Kamala  Harris  and  George  Gascon.  She  has  handled  between  20  and 
25  misdemeanor  trials,  and  another  15  felony  trials.  Though  her  expertise  is 
largely  on  criminal  side,  she  has  extensive  civil  experience  as  securities  broker. 
She  said  the  current  gender  makeup  of  the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court 
bench  was  28  men  and  22  women.  Williams,  if  elected,  would  be  only  the 
third  African  American  woman. 

• Chiu  asked  Williams  to  repeat  her  statement  on  her  trial  experience. 
Williams  reiterated  that  she  had  handled  between  20  and  25 
misdemeanor  trials,  15  felony  trials,  and  also  at  least  20  bench  trials. 
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Broder  asked  Williams  if  she  had  passed  the  Bar  Exam  on  the  first  try? 
Williams  responded  in  the  affirmative. 

Fazio  asked  what  Williams  would  say  to  those  who  questioned  that  she 
only  has  criminal  experience.  Williams  noted  that  she  has  civil  experience 
as  a securities  broker  while  serving  as  Wells  Fargo.  She  also  noted  that 
there  are  civil  aspects  to  sexual  assault  matters  and  that  she  had  handled 
civil  issues  there  as  well. 

Rosenthal  asked  Williams  why  she  declined  to  answer  issue  questions  on 
the  questionnaire.  Williams  responded  that  as  a judicial  candidate,  it 
would  be  a breach  of  judicial  responsibility  to  articulate  positions  on 
matters  that  may  come  before  her. 

Rothschild  asked  if  Williams  has  an  opinion  on  death  penalty.  Williams 
responded  that  she  does  have  an  opinion,  but  declined  to  talk  about  it  as  a 
judicial  candidate. 

Fazio  asked,  as  a point  of  information,  if  the  DCCC  were  to  vote  for  no 
endorsement  in  the  judicial  race  for  June,  could  an  endorsement  be 
revisited  for  a November  runoff.  Parliamentarian  Arlo  Hale  Smith 
responded  that  the  committee  can  revisit  its  endorsement  for  a runoff, 
assuming  there  were  a runoff  one  if  none  of  the  three  candidates  exceeds 
50  percent.  Wiener  noted  that,  under  the  bylaws,  any  member  can  ask  to 
re-agendize  an  item,  including  an  endorsement. 

Fazio  noted  that  as  attorney,  he  has  done  exclusively  criminal  cases.  He 
likes  all  the  candidates,  but  is  supporting  Daniel  Flores.  He  respects  that 
Flores  answered  political  questions.  Noted  Flores  has  a strong  background 
in  both  civil  and  criminal  matters.  Fazio  is  not  bothered  by  the  fact  that 
Flores  was  not  a registered  Democratic  voter  until  recently. 

Chiu  noted  the  field  of  strong  candidates,  but  knows  Kimberly  Toney 
Williams  is  the  best  candidate.  He  is  particularly  impressed  by  her 
experience  involving  60  trials. 

Mary  Jung  noted  that  since  the  year  2000,  this  is  the  first  time  she  can 
recall  in  which  judicial  candidates  declined  to  fill  out  issues  questions.  She 
has  not  seen  that  before,  and  said  Matthew  Rothschild  brought  up  a good 
point.  The  last  time  this  happened,  upon  further  questioning,  it  turned 
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out  that  one  of  the  candidates  for  a different  elective  office  was  barely 
pro-choice. 

• Rothschild  expressed  support  for  Kimberly  Toney  Williams,  and  remains 
bothered  by  the  fact  that  Daniel  Flores  did  not  register  as  a Democrat  until 
a month  earlier.  The  Attorney  General  is  proud  to  endorse  Kimberly  Toney 
Williams  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge,  Rothschild  said. 

• Cohen  noted  the  process  for  judicial  candidates.  Believes  Kimberly  Toney 
Williams  has  a particularly  remarkable  background,  and  shared  the  story 
about  Williams  wanting  and  adopting  a child,  which  she  has  raised  as  a 
single  parent.  Flopes  the  Party  makes  its  endorsement  for  Williams. 

• Bevan  Dufty  noted  that  he  and  Carol  Kingsley  have  crossed  paths  many 
times  over  the  years,  and  that  Kingsley  has  been  there  over  and  over  again 
to  focus  on  the  problem  of  gun  violence.  He  has  been  personally 
impressed  with  her  over  the  years  for  fighting  gun  violence. 

• Matt  Dorsey  noted  that  he  was  impressed  with  the  candidates' 
presentations,  and  spoke  with  many  attorneys  in  advance,  and  found  all  to 
be  well  regarded  by  the  legal  community.  Dorsey's  intention  to  vote  "no 
endorsement"  doesn't  reflect  a negative  view,  but  rather  a positive  view 
of  all  three.  Sees  no  compelling  reason  for  the  Democratic  Party  to  weigh 
in  by  endorsing  one  candidate  over  others. 

• Kelly  expressed  support  for  Dorsey's  remarks,  noting  that  California 
Democratic  Party  Chair  John  Burton  had  made  the  same  argument  to  her 
for  a "no  endorsement"  at  the  recent  CDP  convention  for  state 
constitutional  officers.  "Don't  endorse,"  Burton  said,  "we  have  a lot  of 
good  candidates." 

• Rosenthal  said  she  came  to  meeting  not  knowing  whom  to  vote  for  but  is 
inclined  to  vote  for  Kimberly  Toney  Williams.  Feels  strongly  about  the 
need  for  more  women— and  especially  more  mothers— in  public  service. 

Is  impressed  with  Williams's  background  and  questionnaire  positions. 

M/S/C  (Rosenthal/Dunning)  for  a roll-call  vote.

Rosenthal  notes  that  as  no  candidate  met  the  endorsement  threshold  of  50 
percent  plus  one  vote  among  members  present  and  voting,  a second  round  of 
voting  would  now  take  place  with  the  lowest-finishing  candidate  (Kingsley) 
removed  from  consideration. 

Bill  Fazio  left  at  9:15.  Gave  proxy  to  Dufty.

b)  Endorsements  of  Qualified  Local  Ballot  Measures 

f i.  Proposition  A:  Earthquake  Retrofit  Bond,  a general  obligation  bond 

measure  that  would  authorize  the  City  to  sell  up  to  $400  million  in 
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bonds  to  improve  specific  public  safety  and  emergency  response 
facilities. 

Chiu  spoke  for  the  proponents.  Argued  that  Proposition  A would  enable 
needed  seismic  upgrades,  which  is  why  the  measure  was  approved 
endorsed  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors.  Also  noted  that  the 
bond  would  not  increase  tax  rates  because  the  City's  rolling  bonded 
indebtedness,  which  allows  for  new  debt  for  important  needs  as  older 
debts  are  paid  off. 

DCCC  Vote  on  endorsement  for  Prop  A 

M/S/C  (Wiener/Levitan)  Move  to  endorse  Prop  A by  acclamation.  Motion 
approved  by  acclamation,  with  two  exceptions:  Jackie  Speier  (who 
abstained)  and  Arlo  Hale  Smith  (who  voted  no). 

Rosenthal  noted  that  the  SFDCCC  has  endorsed  "Yes  on  Prop  A." 


ii.  Proposition  B:  Voter  Approval  for  Waterfront  Height  Increases. 

Measure  would  prevent  the  City  from  allowing  any  development  on 
Port  property  that  exceeds  the  height  limits  in  effect  as  of  January  1, 
2014,  unless  the  City's  voters  have  first  approved  an  increase  in  the 
height  limit  for  that  development.  The  measure  applies  to  property 
currently  under  the  control  of  the  Port  Commission,  as  well  as  any 
property  that  the  Port  may  later  acquire.  Any  ballot  question  to 
increase  height  limits  on  Port  property  must  specify  both  existing  and 
proposed  height  limits. 

Proponent  of  Prop  B,  Jon  Golinger:  Golinger  identified  himself  as  being 
from  No  Wall  on  Waterfront,  which  successfully  opposed  the  prior 
election's  Props  B and  C,  a position  endorsed  by  the  S.F.  Democratic  Party. 
Shared  recent  news  that  State  Democratic  Party  Chair  John  Burton 
endorsed  Prop  B and  read  Burton's  quote.  Noted  that  Prop  B doesn't  stop 
projects  but  simply  gives  people  right  to  vote.  Prop  B will  help  avoid  bad 
projects,  like  8 Washington,  but  wouldn't  stop  all  projects.  Golinger  noted 
that  18  times  developers  have  gone  to  voters  and  succeeded  in  passing 
those  projects  half  the  time.  Prop  B would  create  an  incentive  for 
developers  to  go  to  voters,  so  that  major  projects  that  affect  our  city  will 
be  sold  to  voters  in  the  light  of  day.  AT81T  Park  is  one  example  of  how  this

j happened.  Even  Golinger  acknowledges  that  not  all  development  on  the 

Port  is  bad,  citing  three  examples  of  great  waterfront  projects:  the  Ferry 
Building,  the  Exploratorium,  and  the  new  Cruise  Ship  Terminal. 

Opponent  of  Prop  B,  Tom  Colen:  Colen  identified  himself  as  a plaintiff  in 
the  pending  legal  challenge  to  strike  Prop  B from  the  ballot.  He  noted  that 
voters'  decisions  on  Props  B and  C last  year  regarding  8 Washington  set  a 
bad  precedent  inasmuch  as  it  frustrated  development  of  San  Francisco's 
needs.  He  described  the  current  Prop  B measure  as  "that  on  steroids."  He 
noted  that  some  Port  property  covered  by  the  measure  has  an  effective 
height  limit  of  zero,  which  would  require  the  Giants  to  go  to  voters  even  if 
they  wanted  to  build  a taco  stand.  At  a time  when  we  San  Franciscans 
need  to  dramatically  rethink  our  relationship  to  housing,  Prop  B is  a 
terrible  idea.  He  asked  members  to  consider  a stunning  report  by  Port  of 
San  Francisco,  which  found  that  projects  and  benefits  that  would  need  to 
be  "delayed,  reduced  or  abandoned"  included:  23  acres  of  open  space;  5 
maritime  berths;  $8  billion  in  Port  funding;  and  $124  million  in  affordable 
housing  fees.  Prop  B makes  no  sense  as  planning  tool  and  is  just  a political 
stunt.  Concluded  that  the  judge  is  likely  to  rule  on  the  legal  challenge  to 

^ the  ballot  measure  on  Monday. 

Rebuttal  by  Proponent  of  Prop  B:  Golinger  countered  arguments  about 
the  loss  of  jobs  and  funding  by  saying  that  it  assumes  that  voters  would 
reject  everything.  If  they're  good  projects,  they'll  be  approved,  Golinger 
argued.  If  they're  not,  they  won't  be  approved.  San  Francisco's 
waterfront  doesn't  have  to  become  like  that  in  Miami  or  San  Diego.  Don't 
have  to  build  up  or  block  off  like  other  cities.  Save  existing  height  limits, 
go  to  voters  for  changes. 

Rebuttal  by  Opponent  of  Prop  B:  Colen  argued  that  if  Prop  B passes,  it 
won't  lead  to  better  development.  Why  would  developers  continue  to  go 
though  a tough  planning  a process  when  they  could  just  go  to  voters  with 
a campaign?  Don't  kid  a kidder,  Colen  said.  San  Francisco  has  a choice:  it 
either  has  to  produce  more  housing,  or  it  will  become  more  and  more 
exclusive.  Prop  B puts  more  pressure  on  affordability  in  San  Francisco  and 
should  be  opposed. 

Members'  Discussion 

i 
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Kelly  believes  that  the  building  trades  deserve  jobs,  and  wants  her  son  to 
be  able  to  afford  an  apartment  or  house  in  San  Francisco.  But  she  doesn't 
believe  Prop  B is  an  enemy  of  the  building  trades,  or  affordability,  or  that  it 
reflects  a "we  got  ours"  mentality.  Kelly  wants  to  see  waterfront  built  so  it 
continues  to  be  beautiful.  She  wants  the  Warriors  arena,  for  example,  but 
doesn't  want  the  proposed  buildings  across  the  street. 

Meagan  Levitan  would  love  to  support  Prop  B,  but  can't  support  it  for  one 
important  reason:  the  ballot  component  of  the  measure  would  empower 
developers.  People  think  8 Washington  was  a bellwether,  Levitan  argued, 
but  the  "no"  side  was  backed  with  significant  campaign  funding.  Lennar 
went  to  ballot  and  won  a worse  deal  than  it  would  have  been  otherwise. 

Smith  thinks  Prop  B is  an  attack  on  working  people,  and  will  vote  against  it. 

Rafael  Mandelman  said  that  for  the  approximately  10  years  that  Aaron 
Peskin  and  progressive  Supervisors  were  in  City  government,  the  City  got 
good  deals  on  developments  through  the  existing  process.  He  has  thought 
and  once  wrote  an  op-ed  arguing  that  ballot  box  planning  was  generally 
bad,  but  he  believes  voters  should  have  the  right  to  vote  on  the  waterfront. 

Chiu  said  he  is  not  prepared  to  vote  on  this  measure  at  this  time.  City 
leaders  and  voters  have  not  examined  the  real  impact  of  this.  He  is 
waiting  for  studies,  and  also  waiting  for  court  ruling. 

Jamie  Whittaker  (proxy  for  Petra  DeJesus)  noted  that  developers  can  go  to 
the  ballot  now,  as  they  did  with  Prop  C last  year.  This  institutionalizes 
voters  voice  in  the  process  when  it  involves  the  waterfront.

7.  New  Business.  Jung  called  for  new  business,  but  none  was  raised. 

8.  Adjournment.  Dorsey  moved  to  adjourn  the  meeting  in  memory  of  Stu  Smith, 
widely  admired  community  leader,  whom  many  DCCC  members  got  to  know 
when  he  was  a candidate  for  SFDCCC  in  the  2012  election.

by  an  insurance  company  to  justify  a rate  increase  a public  document,  and  allow  Californians  to 
challenge  unjustified  premium  rate  increases;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  aligns  with  the  2014  California  Democratic  Party  Platform,  under  the  "Healthcare"

Christina  Goette  - parent.  Also  works  in  Public  Health  Department.  Spoke  in 
support  of  sugary  beverage  tax.  Sugar  suppresses  our  ability  to  burn  fat.  Too 
much  sugar  alters  our  hunger  response.  It  acts  in  our  brain  much  like  other 
addictive  substances.  It  impacts  all  of  our  organs.  Get  a lot  of  sugar  in  one 
dose  in  a different  way  than  food. 

Todd  David  - SF  Parent  PAC.  Works  on  campaign  for  the  soda  tax.  Spoke  in 
support  of  sugary  beverage  tax.  UCSF  says  there  is  a direct  correlation 
between  drinking  sugary  drinks  and  Type  II  diabetes. 

Dave  Masson/Robin  Cooper  - Citizen's  Climate  lobby.  Spoke  in  support  of 
carbon  tax  and  dividend  proposal.  Climate  change  is  the  single  biggest  crisis  in 
our  time.  We  need  aggressive  action  now.

DCCC  breakfast  on  April  11  at  Hotel 
Intercontinental.  Working  on  sponsorships.  Congresswoman  Jackie  Speier 
will  be  featured  speaker. 

h)  Treasurer  (Tom  Hsieh).  Finances  are  good.  With  fundraiser,  we  will  have 
at  least  3 months  of  cushion.  Thanked  our  executive  director  for  keeping 
to  our  budget.  Thanked  Chris  Gruwell  for  free  space  at  The  Hatch. 

i)  Executive  Director  (Ally  Medina).  As  of  this  morning,  we  have  registered 
750  voters  this  year.  She  brought  proxy  forms  for  the  Convention.  Lunar 
New  Year  College  Democrats  fundraiser  raised  $8,000.  After  expenses, 
that  gives  $5,000  to  support  students'  attendance  at  the  Convention.  Our 
volunteer  effort  was  great  for  the  Alvarez  for  Mayor  campaign. 
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6.  Resolution:  Carbon  Tax  (Joni  Eisen,  President,  Potrero  Democratic 
Club/Avalos/Campos/Chiu/Cohen/DeJesus/Dorsey/Kelly/Mandelman/ 
Pimentel/Rosenthal/Wiener/Noe  Valley  and  Richmond  Democratic 
Clubs/Katz/Dwyer)  Proposed  resolution  urging  the  U.S.  Congress  to  enact  a 
tax  on  the  C02  potential  of  fossil  fuels  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  U.S.  C02 
emissions  to  10  percent  of  1990  levels  by  2050. 

Hsieh  will  vote  "no,"  on  this  because  he  can  barely  afford  to  pay  for  fuel.  He 
does  all  that  he  can  to  keep  his  automobile  costs  down,  bikes,  carpools,  etc. 
This  is  a complicated  issue,  but  he  does  not  believe  that  a tax  that  begins  on 
the  refinery  level  will  filter  down  to  the  consumer.  This  is  regressive. 

Bill  Fazio  will  join  with  Hsieh.  A lot  of  his  clients  will  not  file  their  income  taxes 
and  won't  be  able  to  get  their  money  back. 

David  Chiu  called  the  question. 

M/S/C  (Rafael  Mandelman/Rosenthal).  This  passed  by  acclamation,  with 
Speier  abstaining. 

7.  Resolution:  Sugary  Beverage  Tax  (Pimentel/Ammiano,  Avalos,  Campos,  David 
Chiu,  Malia  Cohen,  Matt  Dorsey,  Kelly  Dwyer,  Dunning,  Katz,  Kelly,  Leno, 
Mandelman,  Mar,  McNeil,  Rosenthal,  Ting,  Wiener.) 

Proposed  resolution  supporting  a sugary  beverage  tax  for  the  purpose  of 
decreasing  consumption  and  enhancing  public  health  and  to  fund  recreation 
and  nutrition  programs;  and  urging  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  submit  to 
voters  a ballot  measure  for  the  Nov.  2014  election  to  tax  sugary  beverages. 

Eric  Mar  and  Scott  Wiener  thanked  Pimentel  for  bringing  this  to  the  DCCC. 

30%  of  teenagers  have  pre-Diabetes.  That  is  a healthcare  catastrophe.  This 
tax  will  generate  over  $30  million  in  funding  for  school  and  Recreation  & Park 
nutrition  and  physical  education  programs.  This  will  improve  public  health. 
Wiener  addressed  the  "Why  are  we  voting  on  this  now?"  question.  He 
answered  there  needed  to  be  time  to  urge  legislative  action.  It  can  only  go  on 
the  ballot  if  the  BOS  votes  to  place  it  on  the  ballot.  We  know  the  beverage 
industry  is  going  to  come  in  and  try  to  "big  foot"  this  issue,  spending  millions 
of  dollars.  We  need  to  help  build  a coalition. 
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Pimentel/Wiener  amends  the  resolution  by  removing  footnotes  so  it  will  fit  on 
one  page  in  compliance  with  DCCC  rules.  No  objections. 

Hsieh  spoke  in  response.  He  agrees  that  obesity  is  a problem.  He  works  with 
BMW  which  represents  the  American  Beverage  Corporation.  This  is 
complicated.  It's  about  total  food  caloric  intake.  The  legislation  being 
presented  stresses  that  a drink  with  25  calories  of  sugar  will  be  taxed  at  2 
cents  per  ounce.  A gram  of  sugar  is  equal  to  4 calories.  Yes,  this  targets  soda, 
but  it  also  targets  fruit  drinks.  Also,  physical  activity  has  been  reduced 
because  of  our  lifestyles.  Must  consider  unintended  consequences.  Pointed 
at  distribution  point  - a tariff  - any  12-oz  can  of  soda  will  be  taxed  at  24  cents. 
The  merchant  will  have  to  raise  prices.  Many  merchants  are  opposed  to  this. 
This  has  a regressive  nature.  It  is  intended  to  help  low-economic  families,  but 
they  are  the  ones  most  impacted  by  the  higher  prices. 

Kelly  stated  she  was  a health  educator.  Sugary  beverages  introduce  sugar 
into  a body  without  letting  the  body  know  that  it  has  eaten  enough.  Education 
is  extremely  important.  Agreed  that  healthy  foods  need  to  be  brought  to  the 
low-income  neighborhoods. 

Arlo  Hale  Smith  stated  this  is  another  tax  on  the  working  class.  He  recalled  the 
late  Michael  Goldstein  and  that  he  and  Goldstein  agreed  to  not  support  a 
tobacco  tax.  Democrats  should  not  engage  in  more  tax  and  spend.  This  is  a 
step  in  the  wrong  direction,  just  like  the  war  on  drugs. 

Wiener  - All  of  Hsieh's  arguments  could  be  used  to  prohibit  a tobacco  tax. 
We've  talked  about  legalizing  marijuana,  but  we  would  also  tax  it.  The  tax  in 
Arkansas  was  2 cents  per  12  oz.  It  was  too  de  minimis  - one  would  not  expect 
it  to  affect  consumption.  Regarding  the  700  businesses  that  allegedly  oppose 
the  tax,  some  of  those  may  have  not  been  gotten  legitimately.  See  the  article 
in  the  Bay  Guardian. 

Hsieh  - responds  to  Wiener's  comments.  There  was  an  expose'  in  the  Bay 
Guardian.  They  found  some  inconsistencies,  such  as  the  wife  of  an  owner 
signing  something  rather  than  the  owner.  There  are  paid  canvassers  going 
around  and  talking  to  merchants  about  whether  they  want  such  a tax.  There 
were  4 or  5 mistakes  found  - that  was  a broad  brush.  He  has  been  with  the 
people  who  have  real  concerns.  He  has  been  with  them  at  City  Hall.  They 
should  not  be  demonized. 
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Jung  does  not  believe  in  the  nanny  state.  She  is  troubled  by  the  regressive  tax. 
She  would  like  to  hear  more  about  this.  She  wishes  the  other  side  were 
present  to  address  the  questions.

Democratic  Party  to  endorse  Prop  B to  protect  the  waterfront. 

• Sigrid  Irias,  an  attorney  who  works  for  San  Francisco  La  Raza  Lawyers' 
Association  urged  the  endorsement  of  Daniel  Flores  for  S.F.  Superior  Court 
Judge. 

• Bruce  Agid,  a member  of  several  community  organizations,  opposes  Prop 
B because  it  will  delay  or  kill  proposed  developments,  and  jeopardize 
needed  funding  and  open  space,  especially  south  of  AT&T  Park. 

• Patrick  Valentino  from  South  Beach  is  against  Prop  B.  He  believes  we 
should  be  building  more  housing,  not  taking  away  jobs,  housing  and 
funding  for  affordable  housing. 

• Merle  Goldstone  invites  the  S.F.  Democratic  Party  to  co-host  an  upcoming 
event  for  State  Senator  Nina  Turner,  a Democratic  candidate  for  Secretary 
of  State  in  Ohio.  She  also  urges  a yes  vote  on  Prop  B. 

• Xochitl  Carniom,  who  works  for  La  Raza  Lawyers'  Association  and  is  on  the 
California  Law  Revision  Commission,  urges  the  Party  to  endorse  Daniel 
Flores  for  Judge.

Madeline  Zapeda,  an  Alameda  County  Public  Defender,  supports  Daniel 
Flores  for  Judge.  She  discussed  his  leadership  in  being  a strong  mentor  for 
law  students. 

Henry  Karnilowitz,  of  the  San  Francisco  Small  Property  Owners  Association, 
opposes  Prop  B because  San  Francisco's  waterfront  doesn't  have  iconic 
buildings  like  the  Sydney  Opera  House.  Believes  Prop  B will  kill  open  space, 
affordable  housing,  and  32,000  jobs. 

Tab  Buckner  expressed  support  for  Prop  B,  recalled  land  use  lessons 
learned  from  the  Embarcadero  Freeway.  Hopes  members  heed  message 
of  last  fall's  8 Washington  vote.

Vince  Courtney,  Sr.  represents  building  trades  and  Alliance  for  Jobs  and 
Sustainable  Growth,  opposing  Prop  B.  Noted  that  Alliance  voted 
unanimously  to  oppose  Prop  B. 
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Susan  Pfeifer,  pitching  March  22nd  enrollment  event  for  Covered  California 
for  OCA.  Asks  for  Healthy  San  Francisco  enrollees  and  those  who  know 
them  to  consider  joining  Covered  California. 

Charles  Dutkin,  supporting  Prop  B,  quoted  Winston  Churchill,  who  said 
democracy  is  terrible,  except  for  everything  else.  Voters  make  major 
policy  decisions  on  many  issues,  and  Prop  B doesn't  prevent  development. 

Luz  Maria  Rodriguez,  IBEW  Local  6,  spoke  against  Prop  B because  it  would 
prevent  the  creation  of  affordable  housing  in  San  Francisco  and  block 
needed  repairs  of  dilapidated  piers. 

Steve  Cloherty,  representative  from  IBEW  Local  6,  opposes  Prop  B because 
it  would  kill  development.

Michael  Ohta,  a Potrero  Hill  native,  works  as  a stagehand  and  opposes 
Prop  B. 

Jo  Elias-Jackson,  a native  San  Franciscan,  urges  support  for  Kimberly  Toney 
Williams  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge. 

Fred  Barnes,  Local  34  Pile  Driver,  opposes  Prop  B.  He  believes  the  working 
class  is  under  attack  and  sees  Prop  B as  one  more  measure  that  will  chip 
away  at  the  labor  force  of  San  Francisco.

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• Charles  Laveny,  of  Operating  Engineers  3,  opposes  Prop  B and  urges  the 
DCCC  to  endorse  No  on  B. 

• Richard  Schaefer,  with  the  Sheetmetal  Workers  Local  No.  104,  urges  a no 
vote  on  Prop  B.  A lot  of  properties  with  views  used  to  be  underwater,  and 
development  could  go  out  a mile  into  the  water.  Prop  B is  about  framing 
the  debate  in  a confusing  manner. 

• Kevin  Bard  acknowledges  his  recent  outspokenness  about  inclusion, 
expresses  strong  support  for  Kimberly  Toney  Williams,  and  also  expresses 
support  for  Prop  B. 

• Chair  Mary  Jung  summarized  an  e-mail  from  Chad  Lonberger  urging  the 
DCCC  to  endorse  the  no  position  on  Prop  B. 

• Jung  summarized  an  e-mail  from  Joshua  Channell  opposing  Prop  B. 

• Jan  Chaffee,  on  behalf  of  grandchildren,  wants  them  to  have  a chance  to 
enjoy  waterfront,  urges  the  DCCC  to  vote  yes  on  Prop  B. 

• Alma  Robinson  expresses  support  for  Kimberly  Toney  Williams  for  Judge. 

• James  Bryant  opposes  Prop  B because  it  will  stifle  needed  economic 
opportunities  in  San  Francisco. 

5.  Reports 

DCCC  member  reports,  including  discussion  and  possible  action,  to  offer 

updates  on  work  assignments  and  discuss  ongoing  objectives. 

a)  Chair  Report:  Chair  Jung  reported  on  recent  Democratic  Party  activities, 
including  the  recent  California  Democratic  State  Convention  in  Los  Angeles. 
She  pointed  to  a handout  from  the  CDP  that  reflects  the  candidate  and 
statewide  proposition  endorsements  from  the  Convention  and  stated  the 
SFDCCC  must  follow  these  same  endorsements.  Jung  noted  that  neither  of 
the  contested  races  received  the  necessary  60  percent  for  endorsement, 
and  that  will  be  reflected  on  the  slate  card. 
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• Malia  Cohen  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to  skip  the  reports  to  get  to  the 
endorsement  process.  Jung  responded,  and  Dunning  agreed,  that  reports 
would  be  very  brief. 

b)  Finance  Report:  Zoe  Dunning  pointed  out  the  invitation  that  had  been 
distributed  on  the  DCCC  fundraising  breakfast  at  the  Intercontinental 
Hotel  on  April  11.  U.S.  Rep.  Jackie  Speier  is  slated  to  keynote,  and  Dunning 
hopes  it  will  be  the  make  best  fundraiser  ever. 

c)  Executive  Director:  Ally  Medina  noted  that  22  Young  Democrats  went  to 
the  convention  in  Los  Angeles,  and  San  Francisco  State  University's  College 
Democrats  were  honored  there  as  College  Dems  of  the  Year. 

6.  Endorsements 

Alix  Rosenthal  discussed  the  SFDCCC's  endorsement  process  for  candidates 
and  ballot  measures  for  the  June  3,  2014  Municipal  Election:  candidates  are 
allotted  five  minutes  for  their  presentations,  and  another  five  minutes  will  be 
reserved  for  questions.  Questionnaires  have  posted  on  website,  Rosenthal 
said,  expressing  hope  that  everyone  saw  them.  Hene  Kelly  discussed  the 
process  she  would  employ  to  inform  candidates  of  their  remaining  time 
during  their  presentations. 

a)  Endorsement  of  candidate  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge,  Seat  No.  20 

Daniel  Flores,  candidate  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge:  Flores  discussed 
being  born  in  San  Francisco's  Excelsior  District  to  immigrant  parents.  He  is 
a father  with  two  children,  and  his  wife  is  also  a native  San  Franciscan.  His 
entire  law  practice  has  been  in  San  Francisco.  He  interned  at  La  Raza 
Centro  Legal,  and  did  civil  litigation  for  a San  Francisco  law  firm.  He 
opened  his  own  law  practice  in  2005  to  represent  individuals  and  the  small 
business  community.  As  a native  Spanish  speaker,  he  knew  he  could  be  a 
resource  for  the  community.  He  represented  tenants  against  landlords,  as 
well  as  landlords  trying  to  navigate  city  laws.  He  fell  in  love  with  the  court 
system,  began  volunteering  at  the  Public  Defender's  office,  and  now  does 
criminal  defense  work.  For  the  last  seven  years,  he  has  appeared  before 
many  judges,  and  is  endorsed  by  21  judges  on  the  San  Francisco  bench. 

He  respectfully  asks  for  S.F.  Democratic  Party's  endorsement. 

• Rosenthal  asked  Daniel  Flores  about  the  fact  that  his  party  registration 
was  undeclared  until  recently.  Flores  responded  that  he  registered  as  a 
young  man,  and  didn't  think  party  identification  mattered.  However,  he 
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has  supported  the  values  of  the  Democratic  Party  consistently,  as  a voter 
and  as  a donor.  He  is  pro-choice,  pro-same-sex  marriage,  supports  a living 
wage,  and  is  an  advocate  for  affordable  housing.  He  believes  his  actions 
speak  for  his  Democratic  values. 

• Matthew  Rothschild  credits  Flores  with  being  motivational  speaker,  but 
questions  why  he  said  it  wouldn't  matter  to  be  a Democrat  as  a young 
voter. 

• Flores  reiterated  that  when  he  registered  as  an  18  year  old,  he  saw  no 
reason  to  join  a party  at  the  time. 

• David  Chiu  asked  how  many  trials  Flores  had  handled?  Flores  responded 
15  trials,  11  criminal  trials  (comprising  10  misdemeanor  and  one  felony 
matters),  and  two  juvenile  matters  as  well. 

• Bill  Fazio  offered  comment  on  concerns  voiced  by  Rosenthal. 

• George  Broder  asked  if  Flores  passed  the  Bar  Exam  on  his  first  try.  Flores 
answered:  Yes. 

Carol  Kingsley,  candidate  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge:  Kingsley 
acknowledged  that  she  brought  handouts,  but  regretted  that  she  didn't  bring 
cheerleaders  to  the  meeting  to  attest  to  her  qualifications,  but  applauds  all 
those  who  showed  up.  Experience  matters,  Kingsley  argued,  noting  that  she 
has  30  years  of  experience  as  a mediator.  While  she  has  experience  in  both 
criminal  and  civil  matters,  the  bulk  of  her  experience  has  been  on  civil  side.  In 
past  10  years,  she  has  successfully  mediated  hundreds  of  cases.  As  Police 
Commissioner,  she  heard  cases  there  which  were  quasi-judicial.  That's  why 
she  has  demonstrated  she  has  the  experience  and  temperament  for  the 
judiciary.  She  has  life  experience,  too,  and  knows  what  it's  like  to  have  a 
family  member  murdered.  She  has  been  a leader  for  twenty  years  on  the 
issue  of  gun  control.  Her  experience  distinguishes  her  from  the  other 
candidates.  She  is  also  proud  to  be  a lifelong  Democrat,  and  touted 
endorsements  that  include  former  City  Attorney  Louise  Renne. 

• Chiu  asked  about  Kingsley's  trial  experience.  Kingsley  has  not  served  as  an 
advocate  in  trials,  but  has  been  a mediator  on  hundreds  of  cases.  She  has 
also  been  a hearing  officer  on  many  more. 
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• Broder  asked  if  Kingsley  passed  the  Bar  Exam  the  first  time?  Kingsley  | 

responded  by  noting  that  she  had  been  served  divorce  papers  two  weeks 

before  the  exam,  and  for  those  personal  reasons  passed  the  exam  on  her 
second  try. 

• Rosenthal  asked  why  Kingsley  had  not  taken  a position  in  the 
questionnaire  on  the  issues  questions.  Kingsley  cited  the  canon  of  judicial 
ethics,  which  she  believes  prohibits  taking  positions  as  a judicial  candidate 
on  matters  that  may  come  before  the  bench.  She  was,  in  fact,  advised  not 
to  take  a hard  position  on  political  issues. 

• Hale  noted  that  he  is  aware  of  a Minnesota  case  that  conflicts  with  that 
view,  which  would  allow  judicial  candidates  to  take  positions. 

• Rosenthal  asked  what's  the  gender  breakdown  in  local  judiciary.  Kingsley 
answered  that  she  didn't  have  hard  numbers,  but  believes  it's  about  one- 
third  women  and  two-thirds  men. 

Kimberly  Toney  Williams,  candidate  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge:  Williams  is 

a native  San  Franciscan,  and  her  story  is  very  much  woven  into  the  fabric  of  | 

San  Francisco  itself.  Her  family  migrated  to  San  Francisco  in  1942,  as  many 

African  American  families  did  to  be  a part  of  the  World  War  II  effort.  Her 

grandmother  worked  in  shipyards.  In  1954,  her  family  bought  home  in 

Portola,  helping  advance  the  American  dream.  Williams  was  the  first  in  her 

family  to  graduate  from  college,  and  worked  for  a time  as  a securities  broker. 

She  then  returned  to  law  school,  fulfilling  the  dream  of  her  grandmother,  who 
always  wanted  her  to  be  a lawyer.  Williams  went  on  to  serve  as  Assistant 
District  Attorney  for  19  years,  under  District  Attorney's  Arlo  Smith,  Terrence 
Hallinan,  Kamala  Harris  and  George  Gascon.  She  has  handled  between  20  and 
25  misdemeanor  trials,  and  another  15  felony  trials.  Though  her  expertise  is 
largely  on  criminal  side,  she  has  extensive  civil  experience  as  securities  broker. 

She  said  the  current  gender  makeup  of  the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court 
bench  was  28  men  and  22  women.  Williams,  if  elected,  would  be  only  the 
third  African  American  woman. 

• Chiu  asked  Williams  to  repeat  her  statement  on  her  trial  experience. 

Williams  reiterated  that  she  had  handled  between  20  and  25 
misdemeanor  trials,  15  felony  trials,  and  also  at  least  20  bench  trials. 

< 
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Broder  asked  Williams  if  she  had  passed  the  Bar  Exam  on  the  first  try? 
Williams  responded  in  the  affirmative. 

Fazio  asked  what  Williams  would  say  to  those  who  questioned  that  she 
only  has  criminal  experience.  Williams  noted  that  she  has  civil  experience 
as  a securities  broker  while  serving  as  Wells  Fargo.  She  also  noted  that 
there  are  civil  aspects  to  sexual  assault  matters  and  that  she  had  handled 
civil  issues  there  as  well. 

Rosenthal  asked  Williams  why  she  declined  to  answer  issue  questions  on 
the  questionnaire.  Williams  responded  that  as  a judicial  candidate,  it 
would  be  a breach  of  judicial  responsibility  to  articulate  positions  on 
matters  that  may  come  before  her. 

Rothschild  asked  if  Williams  has  an  opinion  on  death  penalty.  Williams 
responded  that  she  does  have  an  opinion,  but  declined  to  talk  about  it  as  a 
judicial  candidate. 

Fazio  asked,  as  a point  of  information,  if  the  DCCC  were  to  vote  for  no 
endorsement  in  the  judicial  race  for  June,  could  an  endorsement  be 
revisited  for  a November  runoff.  Parliamentarian  Arlo  Hale  Smith 
responded  that  the  committee  can  revisit  its  endorsement  for  a runoff, 
assuming  there  were  a runoff  one  if  none  of  the  three  candidates  exceeds 
50  percent.  Wiener  noted  that,  under  the  bylaws,  any  member  can  ask  to 
re-agendize  an  item,  including  an  endorsement. 

Fazio  noted  that  as  attorney,  he  has  done  exclusively  criminal  cases.  He 
likes  all  the  candidates,  but  is  supporting  Daniel  Flores.  He  respects  that 
Flores  answered  political  questions.  Noted  Flores  has  a strong  background 
in  both  civil  and  criminal  matters.  Fazio  is  not  bothered  by  the  fact  that 
Flores  was  not  a registered  Democratic  voter  until  recently. 

Chiu  noted  the  field  of  strong  candidates,  but  knows  Kimberly  Toney 
Williams  is  the  best  candidate.  He  is  particularly  impressed  by  her 
experience  involving  60  trials. 

Mary  Jung  noted  that  since  the  year  2000,  this  is  the  first  time  she  can 
recall  in  which  judicial  candidates  declined  to  fill  out  issues  questions.  She 
has  not  seen  that  before,  and  said  Matthew  Rothschild  brought  up  a good 
point.  The  last  time  this  happened,  upon  further  questioning,  it  turned 
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out  that  one  of  the  candidates  for  a different  elective  office  was  barely 
pro-choice. 


( 


• Rothschild  expressed  support  for  Kimberly  Toney  Williams,  and  remains 
bothered  by  the  fact  that  Daniel  Flores  did  not  register  as  a Democrat  until 
a month  earlier.  The  Attorney  General  is  proud  to  endorse  Kimberly  Toney 
Williams  for  S.F.  Superior  Court  Judge,  Rothschild  said. 

• Cohen  noted  the  process  for  judicial  candidates.  Believes  Kimberly  Toney 
Williams  has  a particularly  remarkable  background,  and  shared  the  story 
about  Williams  wanting  and  adopting  a child,  which  she  has  raised  as  a 
single  parent.  Flopes  the  Party  makes  its  endorsement  for  Williams. 

• Bevan  Dufty  noted  that  he  and  Carol  Kingsley  have  crossed  paths  many 
times  over  the  years,  and  that  Kingsley  has  been  there  over  and  over  again 
to  focus  on  the  problem  of  gun  violence.  Fie  has  been  personally 
impressed  with  her  over  the  years  for  fighting  gun  violence. 

• Matt  Dorsey  noted  that  he  was  impressed  with  the  candidates' 
presentations,  and  spoke  with  many  attorneys  in  advance,  and  found  all  to 
be  well  regarded  by  the  legal  community.  Dorsey's  intention  to  vote  "no 
endorsement"  doesn't  reflect  a negative  view,  but  rather  a positive  view 
of  all  three.  Sees  no  compelling  reason  for  the  Democratic  Party  to  weigh 
in  by  endorsing  one  candidate  over  others. 

• Kelly  expressed  support  for  Dorsey's  remarks,  noting  that  California 
Democratic  Party  Chair  John  Burton  had  made  the  same  argument  to  her 
for  a "no  endorsement"  at  the  recent  CDP  convention  for  state 
constitutional  officers.  "Don't  endorse,"  Burton  said,  "we  have  a lot  of 
good  candidates." 

• Rosenthal  said  she  came  to  meeting  not  knowing  whom  to  vote  for  but  is 
inclined  to  vote  for  Kimberly  Toney  Williams.  Feels  strongly  about  the 
need  for  more  women— and  especially  more  mothers— in  public  service. 

Is  impressed  with  Williams's  background  and  questionnaire  positions. 

M/S/C  (Rosenthal/Dunning)  for  a roll-call  vote.

b)  Endorsements  of  Qualified  Local  Ballot  Measures 

i.  Proposition  A:  Earthquake  Retrofit  Bond,  a general  obligation  bond 
measure  that  would  authorize  the  City  to  sell  up  to  $400  million  in 
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bonds  to  improve  specific  public  safety  and  emergency  response 
facilities. 

Chiu  spoke  for  the  proponents.  Argued  that  Proposition  A would  enable 
needed  seismic  upgrades,  which  is  why  the  measure  was  approved 
endorsed  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors.  Also  noted  that  the 
bond  would  not  increase  tax  rates  because  the  City's  rolling  bonded 
indebtedness,  which  allows  for  new  debt  for  important  needs  as  older 
debts  are  paid  off. 

DCCC  Vote  on  endorsement  for  Prop  A 

M/S/C  (Wiener/Levitan)  Move  to  endorse  Prop  A by  acclamation.  Motion 
approved  by  acclamation,  with  two  exceptions:  Jackie  Speier  (who 
abstained)  and  Arlo  Hale  Smith  (who  voted  no). 

Rosenthal  noted  that  the  SFDCCC  has  endorsed  "Yes  on  Prop  A." 


ii.  Proposition  B:  Voter  Approval  for  Waterfront  Height  Increases. 

Measure  would  prevent  the  City  from  allowing  any  development  on 
Port  property  that  exceeds  the  height  limits  in  effect  as  of  January  1, 
2014,  unless  the  City's  voters  have  first  approved  an  increase  in  the 
height  limit  for  that  development.  The  measure  applies  to  property 
currently  under  the  control  of  the  Port  Commission,  as  well  as  any 
property  that  the  Port  may  later  acquire.  Any  ballot  question  to 
increase  height  limits  on  Port  property  must  specify  both  existing  and 
proposed  height  limits. 

Proponent  of  Prop  B,  Jon  Golinger:  Golinger  identified  himself  as  being 
from  No  Wall  on  Waterfront,  which  successfully  opposed  the  prior 
election's  Props  B and  C,  a position  endorsed  by  the  S.F.  Democratic  Party. 
Shared  recent  news  that  State  Democratic  Party  Chair  John  Burton 
endorsed  Prop  B and  read  Burton's  quote.  Noted  that  Prop  B doesn't  stop 
projects  but  simply  gives  people  right  to  vote.  Prop  B will  help  avoid  bad 
projects,  like  8 Washington,  but  wouldn't  stop  all  projects.  Golinger  noted 
that  18  times  developers  have  gone  to  voters  and  succeeded  in  passing 
those  projects  half  the  time.  Prop  B would  create  an  incentive  for 
developers  to  go  to  voters,  so  that  major  projects  that  affect  our  city  will 
be  sold  to  voters  in  the  light  of  day.  AT&T  Park  is  one  example  of  how  this 
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happened.  Even  Golinger  acknowledges  that  not  all  development  on  the 
Port  is  bad,  citing  three  examples  of  great  waterfront  projects:  the  Ferry 
Building,  the  Exploratorium,  and  the  new  Cruise  Ship  Terminal. 

Opponent  of  Prop  B,  Tom  Colen:  Colen  identified  himself  as  a plaintiff  in 
the  pending  legal  challenge  to  strike  Prop  B from  the  ballot.  He  noted  that 
voters'  decisions  on  Props  B and  C last  year  regarding  8 Washington  set  a 
bad  precedent  inasmuch  as  it  frustrated  development  of  San  Francisco's 
needs.  He  described  the  current  Prop  B measure  as  "that  on  steroids."  He 
noted  that  some  Port  property  covered  by  the  measure  has  an  effective 
height  limit  of  zero,  which  would  require  the  Giants  to  go  to  voters  even  if 
they  wanted  to  build  a taco  stand.  At  a time  when  we  San  Franciscans 
need  to  dramatically  rethink  our  relationship  to  housing,  Prop  B is  a 
terrible  idea.  He  asked  members  to  consider  a stunning  report  by  Port  of 
San  Francisco,  which  found  that  projects  and  benefits  that  would  need  to 
be  "delayed,  reduced  or  abandoned"  included:  23  acres  of  open  space;  5 
maritime  berths;  $8  billion  in  Port  funding;  and  $124  million  in  affordable 
housing  fees.  Prop  B makes  no  sense  as  planning  tool  and  is  just  a political 
stunt.  Concluded  that  the  judge  is  likely  to  rule  on  the  legal  challenge  to 
the  ballot  measure  on  Monday. 

Rebuttal  by  Proponent  of  Prop  B:  Golinger  countered  arguments  about 
the  loss  of  jobs  and  funding  by  saying  that  it  assumes  that  voters  would 
reject  everything.  If  they're  good  projects,  they'll  be  approved,  Golinger 
argued.  If  they're  not,  they  won't  be  approved.  San  Francisco's 
waterfront  doesn't  have  to  become  like  that  in  Miami  or  San  Diego.  Don't 
have  to  build  up  or  block  off  like  other  cities.  Save  existing  height  limits, 
go  to  voters  for  changes. 

Rebuttal  by  Opponent  of  Prop  B:  Colen  argued  that  if  Prop  B passes,  it 
won't  lead  to  better  development.  Why  would  developers  continue  to  go 
though  a tough  planning  a process  when  they  could  just  go  to  voters  with 
a campaign?  Don't  kid  a kidder,  Colen  said.  San  Francisco  has  a choice:  it 
either  has  to  produce  more  housing,  or  it  will  become  more  and  more 
exclusive.  Prop  B puts  more  pressure  on  affordability  in  San  Francisco  and 
should  be  opposed. 

Members'  Discussion 
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Kelly  believes  that  the  building  trades  deserve  jobs,  and  wants  her  son  to 
be  able  to  afford  an  apartment  or  house  in  San  Francisco.  But  she  doesn't 
believe  Prop  B is  an  enemy  of  the  building  trades,  or  affordability,  or  that  it 
reflects  a "we  got  ours"  mentality.  Kelly  wants  to  see  waterfront  built  so  it 
continues  to  be  beautiful.  She  wants  the  Warriors  arena,  for  example,  but 
doesn't  want  the  proposed  buildings  across  the  street. 

Meagan  Levitan  would  love  to  support  Prop  B,  but  can't  support  it  for  one 
important  reason:  the  ballot  component  of  the  measure  would  empower 
developers.  People  think  8 Washington  was  a bellwether,  Levitan  argued, 
but  the  "no"  side  was  backed  with  significant  campaign  funding.  Lennar 
went  to  ballot  and  won  a worse  deal  than  it  would  have  been  otherwise. 

Smith  thinks  Prop  B is  an  attack  on  working  people,  and  will  vote  against  it. 

Rafael  Mandelman  said  that  for  the  approximately  10  years  that  Aaron 
Peskin  and  progressive  Supervisors  were  in  City  government,  the  City  got 
good  deals  on  developments  through  the  existing  process.  He  has  thought 
and  once  wrote  an  op-ed  arguing  that  ballot  box  planning  was  generally 
bad,  but  he  believes  voters  should  have  the  right  to  vote  on  the  waterfront. 

Chiu  said  he  is  not  prepared  to  vote  on  this  measure  at  this  time.  City 
leaders  and  voters  have  not  examined  the  real  impact  of  this.  He  is 
waiting  for  studies,  and  also  waiting  for  court  ruling. 

Jamie  Whittaker  (proxy  for  Petra  DeJesus)  noted  that  developers  can  go  to 
the  ballot  now,  as  they  did  with  Prop  C last  year.  This  institutionalizes 
voters  voice  in  the  process  when  it  involves  the  waterfront.

Motion  seconded 
by  Zoe  Dunning.  Adjourned  by  acclamation  at  9:44  p.m.

challenge  unjustified  premium  rate  increases;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  aligns  with  the  2014  California  Democratic  Party  Platform,  under  the  "Healthcare" 
Platform,  stating  that  we  as  California  Democrats  "support  a requirement  that  all  HMOs  and  health 
insurers  obtain  prior  approval  from  the  state  before  rates  can  be  increased  and  when  such  time  as  all 
Californians  are  covered  by  publicly  funded  healthcare,  support  an  independent  panel  free  of  healthcare 
industry  conflict  to  oversee  rate  increases,  cost  effectiveness,  and  quality  of  care;"

Six  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  serve  on  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee  (DCCC).  They  constitute  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  may 
constitute  a majority  of  the  members  of  one  or  more  Board  Committees. 


California  law  (the  Brown  Act),  the  City  Charter,  and  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance  provide  that 
any  gathering  of  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  of  a committee  of  the  Board 
to  discuss  matters  within  the  Board's  subject  matter  jurisdiction  constitutes  a meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  These  laws  require  that  any  such  meeting  be  open  to  the  public  and  noticed  and  conducted 
in  compliance  with  the  Brown  Act  and  the  Sunshine  Ordinance. 

The  DCCC  is  not  a City  agency,  does  not  speak  for  or  act  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  cannot  transact  City 
business.  But  the  DCCC  may  discuss  matters  that  could  fall  within  the  subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

No  law  addresses  whether  attendance  of  a majority  of  the  full  Board  or  of  its  committees  at  a meeting 
of  the  DCCC  would  fall  under  the  public  meeting  requirements  of  the  Brown  Act,  Charter,  or  Sunshine 
Ordinance.  Out  of  an  abundance  of  caution,  those  Board  members  serving  on  the  DCCC  will  comply 
with  these  open  meeting  laws.

This  is  counter-intuitive  to  the 
Democratic  Party  principles. 

Patrick  Valentino  - Lawyer  and  South  Beach  Democratic  Club  - on  item 
number  9.  This  is  troubling,  prohibitive  and  smothering.  Would  prohibit  good 
people  from  serving  on  the  committee.  Maybe  just  focus  on  clear  conflicts  of 
interest  that  are  financial.

"no"  vote.  Re:  Malia  Cohen's  resolution  about  protecting  our  children  - it  will 
save  lives. 

Annie  Thatcher-Stephens  - FDR  Democratic  Club  - re:  disability  parking. 

Places  an  unnecessary  burden  on  those  with  disabilities  and  seniors.  Look  at 
regulation  of  permits.  Frowns  on  doing  the  end-run  around  the  BOS. 

Dave  Massen  - Citizens  Climate  Lobby  - resolution  in  support  of  federal 
carbon  tax  (to  be  considered  next  month).  Democrats  in  Congress  support 
this  idea.  Four  SF  Democratic  Clubs  have  signed  on. 

Susan  Pfeifer  - Democratic  Party  - gave  Covered  California  update. 

Alec  Bash  - proponent  of  national  elections  - hopes  item  9 is  not  some 
internal  smear  machine  or  a solution  in  search  of  a problem. 


Vera  Haile  - re:  the  disability  placard  resolution.  She  was  not  happy  about  the 
recommendations,  such  as  having  placard  holders  pay  meter  rates.  This  will 
mean  people  will  stay  home  because  they  cannot  afford  the  rates.

We  are  coordinating  with  the 
College  Democrats  who  have  been  helping  with  phone-banking  and  voter 
registration.  Please  help  send  students  to  the  Democratic  Convention  and 
participate  in  the  February  15  fundraiser. 
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6.  CDP  Region  6 Update  (Hene  Kelly).  Report  on  activities  of  the  California 
Democratic  Party  from  Director  of  Region  6.  There  is  a pre-endorsement 
meeting  on  February  8 at  11:30  am  in  Burlingame.  This  is  the  one  chance  for 
clubs  to  have  votes.  If  you  cannot  get  to  the  meeting,  you  can  ask  to  have  a 
ballot  sent  to  you  and  it  can  be  sent  to  Kelly  in  various  ways.  She  will  even 
come  get  it.  Details  at  cadem.org.  You  can  have  a mail  ballot  but  you  cannot 
have  a proxy.  If  there  is  a contest,  the  winner  has  to  get  70%.  If  that  does  not 
happen,  it  goes  to  convention.  At  convention,  you  cannot  have  a mail  ballot, 
but  you  can  have  a proxy.  60%  is  the  threshold  at  convention. 

7.  Resolution:  Crimes  Against  Children  (Cohen,  Katz,  Dunning,  Pimentel,  Dwyer, 
Kelly,  Ammiano) 

Proposed  resolution  supporting  the  expansion  of  existing  state  law,  which 
currently  applies  to  children  under  the  age  of  14,  to  children  under  the  age  of 
18,  for  purposes  of  requiring  witnesses  to  report  certain  violent  and  sexual 
crimes  against  children  to  peace  officers;  and  assuring  the  protection  of  all 
children  under  the  age  of  18  from  such  crimes.  Brought  to  her  by  the  African 
American  caucus. 

Katz  said  this  was  discussed  at  the  CADEMs  Resolutions  Committee  and  they 
discussed  that  14  years  old  was  random  and  under  18  made  more  sense. 

Brian  Perkins  (Speier)  spoke  about  how  critical  support  of  this  is. 

Kelly  commented  that  teachers  must  report  this.  If  you  have  any  inkling  that  a 
child  has  been  abused  in  any  way,  report  it. 

Rafael  Mandelman  has  two  concerns  about  this:  1)  generally  we  don't  impose 
obligations  on  everyone  to  report  crimes  and  2)  lewd  and  lascivious  acts 
perpetrated  by  a 19  year  old  against  a 17  year  old  - I'm  not  sure  what  that 
would  look  like. 

Kim-Shree  Maufas  spoke  about  circumstances  that  make  it  clear  that  certain 
activity  should  be  questioned.  Don't  just  walk  away. 

Arlo  Hale  Smith  commented  that  police  don't  have  resources  for  witness 
protection. 


McNeil  commented  that  there  are  exceptions  that  allow  space  not  to  report. 


M/S/C  (Cohen/Katz).  Passed  unanimously  except  for  abstentions  from  U.S. 
Senator  Dianne  Feinstein,  Smith,  State  Senator  Mark  Leno,  and 
Assemblymember  Phil  Ting 

8.  Resolution:  Protecting  Parking  Access  for  People  with  Disabilities  (Kelly, 
Dorsey,  Mandelman,  FDR  Democratic  Club)  Proposed  resolution  opposing  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  efforts  to  amend  state  law  to  impose  time 
limits  and  begin  charging  disability  parking  placard  holders  to  park;  and 
supporting  collaborative  efforts  by  local  jurisdictions  to  combat  fraud  and 
misuse  in  the  disability  parking  placards. 

Rizzo  asked  if  the  City  is  looking  for  exemptions  from  State  law  for  itself.  Kelly 
and  Katz  confirmed  yes. 

Jung  reminded  the  audience  that  chartered  club  presidents  are  allowed  to 
speak  during  this  time. 

Jonathan  Lyens  commented  that  this  effort  by  SFMTA  would  affect  the  entire 
State  of  California.  This  is  not  about  an  exemption.  The  SFMTA  board  is  doing 
this  in  the  absence  of  public  comment. 

David  Chiu  commented  that  we  have  recognized  that  there  have  been  some 
abuses.  SFMTA  did  not  do  a good  job  of  figuring  out  how  those  with  limited 
means  can  make  this  work. 

Cohen  asked  how  do  we  sort  this  all  out  when,  for  example,  the  MTA  is  not 
here  and  we  cannot  hear  that  perspective. 

Rosenthal  commented  that  the  Issues  Committee  was  not  well  represented. 
Only  5 of  us,  but  it  was  vigorously  discussed.  MTA  was  not  there. 

Hsieh  commented  that  there  are  parliamentary  procedures  that  allow  us  to 
delay  a vote  if  we  don't  think  we  have  all  the  facts. 

Lyens  commented  that  this  situation  has  been  going  on  for  10  months.  The 
MTA  has  gone  around  the  Bay  Area  and  held  multiple  presentations  and  did 
not  invite  the  other  viewpoint. 

Katz  called  the  question. 
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M/S/C  (Kelly/Rosenthal)  Passed  unanimously  except  for  abstentions  from  U.S. 
Senator  Dianne  Feinstein,  Smith,  State  Senator  Mark  Leno,  and 
Assemblymember  Phil  Ting 

Alicia  Wang  was  in  attendance  and  was  recognized  for  her  work  and 
leadership  in  the  California  Democratic  Party. 

9.  Revision  to  the  Policies  and  Procedures  Manual:  Slate  Card  Conflicts  of 
Interest  (Kelly)  Proposed  revision  to  the  S.F.  Democratic  Party's  Policy  and 
Procedure  Manual  prohibiting  members  of  the  SFDCCC  with  certain  financial 
conflicts  of  interest  from  serving  on  the  Slate  Card/Bidding  Subcommittee,  or 
voting  to  award  certain  SFDCCC  contracts. 

Kelly  stated  she  seeks  to  open  a conversation  about  transparency  in  our 
process.  In  no  way  do  I want  to  "quiet"  Asian  Americans  or  take  the  vote  away 
from  them.  I am  not  addressing  this  to  anybody.  This  was  addressed  to 
transparency.  I want  people  to  know  if  I am  supporting  somebody  other  than 
what  is  on  the  slate  card.  That  does  not  throw  me  off  the  slate  card 
committee. 

I am  open  to  discussing  this  today  or  sending  it  back  to  committee. 

The  last  election's  slate  card  was  beautiful  and  "we  won."  I volunteered  on 
this  committee.  I am  not  attacking  anybody  and  I hope  they  are  not  attacking 
me. 


I move  that  this  be  referred  to  the  bylaws  committee. 

Matthew  Rothschild  (Harris)  - a former  chair  of  the  DCCC  and  served  on  the 
slate  card  committee.  When  we  saw  this  on  the  agenda,  I thought  this  was 
inappropriate.  The  appropriate  thing  to  do  was  to  first  say  thank  you.  We 
had  a public  vote  on  recommendations  before  the  slate  card  committee  was 
working.  There  was  transparency.  The  slate  card  was  successful.  We 
encourage  people  to  be  involved  on  campaigns,  even  if  we  disagree  with 
them.  We  have  all  had  positions  different  than  what  the  DCCC  officially 
recommended.  I think  this  is  a ruse.  There  should  be  no  suggestion 
whatsoever  that  anything  other  than  proper  conduct  occurred.  We  should 
vote  "no"  on  this.  I am  against  sending  this  to  committee  tonight. 
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Dunning  - When  I see  a resolution,  I ask,  "what  is  the  problem  we  are  trying 
to  solve,"  and  I did  not  see  a problem.  I am  reminded  of  voter  suppression. 
This  is  not  about  disclosure;  it  is  about  prohibition.  It  is  about  banning  people. 
I support  an  up  and  down  vote. 

Maufas  - if  we  have  an  up  and  down  vote  and  it  does  not  pass,  can  it  be 
brought  again?  Jung  responded  - yes,  at  another  meeting. 

Rosenthal  - Thanks  Kelly  for  bringing  this  up.  There  is  a section  on  conflicts  of 
interest  that  would  prevent  most  of  us  from  participating.  This  bothered  me 
during  the  last  District  Attorney  race  when  I supported  Sharmin  Bock.  We  are 
an  active  group.  I want  this  to  go  back  to  committee  to  address  this. 

Dorsey- Associates  with  Rosenthal's  remarks.  He  had  his  own  questions 
when  he  was  working  for  Dennis  Herrera  and  Herrera  was  running  - on 
whether  or  not  to  endorse.  There  are  things  we  can  spell  out  and  address 
without  prohibiting  anyone. 

Mandelman  - I am  incredibly  fond  of  our  chair,  our  treasurer  and  Tony  Fazio. 

It  is  a good  thing  that  we  have  a Chinese-American  chair  and  treasurer.  I have 
reviewed  this  resolution  and  although  it  needs  work,  it  is  patently  fair. 

Katz  - There  is  a theme  here  that  disclosure  is  valuable.  This  does  not  get  to 
that.  Timing  is  an  issue  here.  When  we  put  together  a bidding  committee,  we 
cannot  know  what  people  are  going  to  do.  I recommend  this  be  voted  down. 

It  targets  valuable  members.  I assume  all  serve  with  the  best  interests  of  the 
Party.  Rosenthal  brings  up  a different  section. 

Smith  - moves  the  previous  question.  Jung  stated  that  the  motion  was  not 
seconded  and  could  not  be  voted  on. 

M/S/C  (Rothschild/Katz)  Move  to  oppose  this  resolution.  Vote  'yes'  to  defeat 
the  revision.  The  revision  was  defeated  with  a vote  of  19  yes  votes  to  5 no 
votes.  The  revision  was  defeated.

h)  Treasurer  (Hsieh).  Finances  are  good.  With  fundraiser,  we  will  have  at 
least  3 months  of  cushion.

Dunning,  Leslie  Katz,  Hene  Kelly,  Mark  Leno,  Rafael  Mandelman,

Proposed  resolution  supporting  a sugary  beverage  tax  for  the  purpose  of 
decreasing  consumption  and  enhancing  public  health  and  to  fund  recreation 
and  nutrition  programs;  and  urging  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  submit  to 
voters  a ballot  measure  for  the  Nov.  2014  election  to  tax  sugary  beverages. 

Mar  and  Wiener  thanked  Pimentel  for  bringing  this  to  the  DCCC.  30%  of 
teenagers  have  pre-Diabetes.  That  is  a healthcare  catastrophe.  This  tax  will 
generate  over  $30  million  in  funding  for  school  and  park/rec  nutrition  and  PE 
programs.  This  will  improve  public  health.  Wiener  addressed  "Why  are  we 
voting  on  this  now?"  To  have  time  to  urge  legislative  action.  It  can  only  go  on 
the  ballot  if  the  BOS  votes  to  place  it  on  the  ballot.  We  know  the  beverage 
industry  is  going  to  come  in  and  try  to  "big  foot"  this  issue,  spending  millions 
of  dollars.  We  need  to  help  build  a coalition. 

Pimentel/Wiener  amends  the  resolution  by  removing  footnotes  so  it  will  fit  on 
one  page  in  compliance  with  DCCC  rules.  No  objections. 

Hsieh  spoke  in  response.  He  agrees  that  obesity  is  a problem.  He  works  with 
BMW  which  represents  the  American  Beverage  Corporation.  This  is 
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complicated.  It's  about  total  food  caloric  intake.  The  legislation  being 
presented  stresses  that  a drink  with  25  calories  of  sugar  will  be  taxed  at  2 
cents  per  ounce.  A gram  of  sugar  is  equal  to  4 calories.  Yes,  this  targets  soda, 
but  it  also  targets  fruit  drinks.  Also,  physical  activity  has  been  reduced 
because  of  our  lifestyles.  Must  consider  unintended  consequences.  Pointed 
at  distribution  point,  a tariff,  any  12-oz  can  of  soda  will  be  taxed  at  24  cents. 
The  merchant  will  have  to  raise  prices.  Many  merchants  are  opposed  to  this. 
This  has  a regressive  nature.  It  is  intended  to  help  low-economic  families,  but 
they  are  the  ones  most  impacted  by  the  higher  prices. 

Hene  Kelly  - was  a health  educator.  Sugary  beverages  introduce  sugar  into  a 
body  without  letting  the  body  know  that  it  has  eaten  enough.  Education  is 
extremely  important.  Agreed  that  healthy  foods  need  to  be  brought  to  the 
low-income  neighborhoods. 

Smith  - this  is  another  tax  on  the  working  class.  He  recalled  the  late  Michael 
Goldstein  and  that  he  and  Goldstein  agreed  to  not  support  a tobacco  tax. 
Democrats  should  not  engage  in  more  tax  and  spend.  This  is  a step  in  the 
wrong  direction  just  like  the  war  on  drugs. 

Wiener- All  of  Hsieh's  arguments  could  be  used  to  prohibit  a tobacco  tax. 
We've  talked  about  legalizing  marijuana,  but  we  would  also  tax  it.  The  tax  in 
Arkansas  was  2 cents  per  12  oz.  It  was  too  de  minimis  - one  would  not  expect 
it  to  affect  consumption.  Regarding  the  700  businesses  that  allegedly  oppose 
the  tax,  some  of  those  may  have  not  been  gotten  legitimately.  See  the  article 
in  the  Bay  Guardian. 

Hsieh  - responds  to  Wiener's  comments.  There  was  an  expose'  in  the  Bay 
Guardian.  They  found  some  inconsistencies,  such  as  the  wife  of  an  owner 
signing  something  rather  than  the  owner.  There  are  paid  canvassers  going 
around  and  talking  to  merchants  about  whether  they  want  such  a tax.  There 
were  4 or  5 mistakes  found  - that  was  a broad  brush.  He  has  been  with  the 
people  who  have  real  concerns.  He  has  been  with  them  at  City  Hall.  They 
should  not  be  demonized. 

Jung  - Does  not  believe  in  the  nanny  state.  She  is  troubled  by  the  regressive 
tax.  She  would  like  to  hear  more  about  this.  She  wishes  the  other  side  is  here. 

Katz  called  the  question.

Earthquake  Retrofit  Bond  (working  title  only,  subject  to  change) 


The  Way  It  Is  Now: 

The  City  owns  and  operates  facilities  that  provide  services  for  public  safety  and  response  to 
emergencies,  including  earthquakes.  These  facilities  include: 

• The  Emergency  Firefighting  Water  System,  which  provides  a dedicated  water  supply  system 
for  fighting  fires.  This  includes  a reservoir,  pipes,  cisterns,  pump  stations  and  high-pressure  fire 
hydrants; 

• Neighborhood  police  and  fire  stations; 

• The  Medical  Examiner’s  facility;  and 

• The  police  motorcycle  unit  and  crime  lab. 


These  facilities  do  not  meet  the  seismic  standards  of  the  current  building  code  and  are  not  expected 
|)  remain  functional  in  the  event  of  a major  disaster. 

The  City’s  10-year  Capital  Plan  identifies  the  repairs  and  relocation  of  public  safety  facilities  as  a high 
priority.  To  pay  for  large  projects  such  as  those  included  in  the  Capital  Plan,  the  City  borrows  money 
by  selling  general  obligation  bonds.  The  City  uses  property  tax  revenues  to  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  on  those  bonds. 

The  spending  of  bond  revenue  is  overseen  by  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee.  This  nine-member  committee  is  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the 
Controller,  and  the  Civil  Grand  Jury. 

The  Proposal: 

Proposition  A is  a general  obligation  bond  measure  that  would  authorize  the  City  to  sell  up  to  $400 
million  in  bonds  to  improve  specific  public  safety  and  emergency  response  facilities. 

The  bond  proceeds  could  only  be  used  to: 

• Upgrade,  repair  and  retrofit  the  Emergency  Firefighting  Water  System  and  related  facilities; 

• Improve  and  retrofit  neighborhood  police  and  fire  stations; 

^ • Build  a seismically  secure  structure  for  the  Medical  Examiner;  and 

• Build  a seismically  secure  structure  for  the  police  motorcycle  unit  and  crime  lab. 


Proposition  A would  allow  an  increase  in  the  property  tax  to  pay  for  the  bonds.  It  would  permit 
landlords  to  pass  through  50%  of  the  resulting  property  tax  increase  to  tenants. 

Proposition  A also  would  require  the  independent  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee  to  oversee  the  spending  of  bond  funds.  One-tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1  %)  of  the  bond 
funds  would  pay  for  the  committee's  audit  and  oversight  functions. 

This  measure  requires  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  voters. 

A “YES”  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  "yes,"  you  want  to  allow  the  City  to  sell  up  to  $400  million  in 
general  obligation  bonds  to  finance  the  construction,  improvement  and  seismic  retrofitting  of  specific 
public  safety  and  emergency  response  facilities. 

A “NO”  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  “no,”  you  do  not  want  to  allow  the  City  to  sell  bonds  to  finance  the 
construction,  improvement  and  seismic  retrofitting  of  specific  public  safety  and  emergency  response 
facilities.

The  Way  It  Is  Now: 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  through  its  Port  Commission,  administers  about  7-1/2 
miles  of  the  waterfront  and  former  waterfront  along  the  San  Francisco  Bay,  including  most  of 
the  property  between  Fisherman’s  Wharf  and  India  Basin.  The  Port’s  property  includes  piers, 
land  near  the  piers,  and  areas  that  were  filled  and  are  no  longer  adjacent  to  the  Bay.  The  City 
acquired  most  of  this  property  from  the  State  of  California  and  holds  it  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of 
the  people  of  California.  State  law  restricts  the  allowable  uses  of  this  property. 

In  1990  the  City’s  voters  adopted  Proposition  H,  which  required  the  City  to  prepare  a 
Waterfront  Land  Use  Plan  with  public  input.  The  Port  Commission  adopted  a comprehensive 
land  use  plan  that  governs  acceptable  waterfront  uses  consistent  with  Proposition  H and  public 
trust  requirements. 

The  City’s  zoning  laws  regulate  development  on  that  property,  including  the  maximum  allowed 
height.  Changes  in  existing  height  limits  generally  require  neighborhood  notification,  public 
hearings,  and  approval  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors.  These 
changes  do  not  require  the  voters  to  approve  a ballot  measure. 

The  Proposal: 

Proposition  B would  prevent  the  City  from  allowing  any  development  on  Port  property  that 
exceeds  the  height  limits  in  effect  as  of  January  1 , 2014,  unless  the  City’s  voters  have  first 
approved  an  increase  in  the  height  limit  for  that  development.  The  measure  applies  to  property 
currently  under  the  control  of  the  Port  Commission,  as  well  as  any  property  that  the  Port  may 
later  acquire.  Any  ballot  question  to  increase  height  limits  on  Port  property  must  specify  both 
existing  and  proposed  height  limits. 

A "YES"  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  "yes,"  you  want  to  prevent  the  City  from  allowing  any 
development  on  Port  property  to  exceed  the  height  limits  in  effect  as  of  January  1 , 2014, 
unless  the  City’s  voters  have  approved  a height  limit  increase. 

A "NO"  Vote  Means:  If  you  vote  “no,”  you  do  not  want  to  make  this  change.

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7.  Resolution:  Crimes  Against  Children  (Cohen/Katz,  Dunning,  Pimentel,  Dwyer, 
Kelly,  Ammiano) 


Proposed  resolution  supporting  the  expansion  of  existing  state  law  (which 
currently  applies  to  children  under  the  age  of  14)  to  children  under  the  age  of 
18  for  purposes  of  requiring  witnesses  to  report  certain  violent  and  sexual 
crimes  against  children  to  peace  officers;  and  assuring  the  protection  of  all 
children  under  the  age  of  18  from  such  crimes.  Brought  to  her  by  the  African 
American  caucus. 

Katz  said  this  was  discussed  at  the  CADEMs  Resolutions  Committee  and  they 
discussed  that  14  years  old  was  random  and  under  18  made  more  sense. 

Perkins  (Speier)  spoke  about  how  critical  support  of  this  is. 

Kelly  commented  that  teachers  must  report  this.  If  you  have  any  inkling  that  a 
child  has  been  abused  in  any  way,  report  it. 

Mandelman  has  two  concerns  about  this:  1)  generally  we  don't  impose 
obligations  on  everyone  to  report  crime  and  2)  lewd  and  lascivious  acts 
perpetrated  by  a 19  year  old  against  a 17  year  old  - I'm  not  sure  what  that 
would  look  like. 

Maufas  spoke  about  circumstances  that  make  it  clear  that  certain  activity 
should  be  questioned.  Don't  just  walkaway. 

Smith  commented  that  police  don't  have  resources  for  witness  protection.

Jung  commented  that  chartered  club  presidents  are  allowed  to  speak  during 
this  time. 

Jonathan  Lyons  commented  that  this  effort  by  SFMTA  would  affect  the  entire 
state  of  California.  This  is  not  about  an  exemption.  The  SFMTA  board  is  doing 
this  in  the  absence  of  public  comment. 

Chiu  commented  that  we  have  recognized  that  there  have  been  some  abuses. 

SFMTA  did  not  do  a good  job  of  figuring  out  how  those  with  limited  means 
can  make  this  work. 

Cohen  asked  how  do  we  sort  this  all  out  when,  for  example,  the  MTA  is  not 
here  and  we  cannot  hear  that  perspective. 

Rosenthal  commented  that  the  issues  committee  was  not  well  represented.  a 

Only  5 of  us,  but  it  was  vigorously  discussed.  MTA  was  not  there. 

Hsieh  commented  that  there  are  parliamentary  procedures  that  allow  us  to 
delay  a vote  if  we  don't  think  we  have  all  the  facts. 

Lyens  commented  that  this  situation  has  been  going  on  for  10  months.  The 
MTA  has  gone  around  the  Bay  Area  and  held  multiple  presentations  and  did 
not  invite  the  other  viewpoint. 

Katz  called  the  question.

I 
want  people  to  know  if  I am  supporting  somebody  other  than  what  is  not  the 
slate  card.  That  does  not  throw  me  off  the  slate  card  committee. 

I am  open  to  discussing  this  today  or  sending  it  back  to  committee. 

The  last  election's  slate  card  was  beautiful  and  "we  won." 

I volunteered  on  this  committee.  I am  not  attacking  anybody  and  I hope  they 
are  not  attacking  me. 

I move  that  this  be  referred  to  bylaws  committee. 

Rothschild  - a former  chair  of  the  DCCC  and  served  on  the  slate  card 
committee.  When  we  saw  this  on  the  paper  or  just  saw  it  on  the  agenda,  I 
thought  this  was  inappropriate.  The  appropriate  thing  to  do  was  to  say  thank 
you  first.  We  had  a public  vote  before  the  slate  card  committee  was  working. 
There  was  transparency.  The  slate  card  was  successful.  We  encourage 
people  to  be  involved  on  campaigns,  even  if  we  disagree  with  them.  We  have 
all  had  positions.  I think  this  is  a ruse.  There  should  be  no  suggestion 
whatsoever  that  anything  other  than  proper  conduct  occurred.  We  should 
vote  "no"  on  this.  I am  against  sending  this  to  committee  tonight. 

Dunning  - When  I see  a resolution,  I ask,  "what  is  the  problem  we  are  trying 
to  solve,"  and  I did  not  see  a problem.  I am  reminded  of  voter  suppression. 
This  is  not  about  disclosure;  it  is  about  prohibition.  It  is  about  banning  people. 
I support  up  and  down  vote. 

Maufas  - if  we  have  an  up  and  down  vote  and  it  does  not  pass,  can  it  be 
brought  again?  Jung  - yes,  at  another  meeting. 

Rosenthal  - Thanks  Kelly  about  bringing  this  up.  There  is  a section  on  conflicts 
of  interest  that  would  prevent  most  of  us  from  participating.  This  bothers  me. 
We  are  an  active  group.  I want  this  to  go  back  to  committee  to  address  this. 
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Dorsey  - Associates  with  Rosenthal's  remarks.  He  had  his  own  questions 
when  he  was  working  for  Herrera  and  Herrera  was  running  - to  endorse? 
There  are  things  we  can  spell  out  and  address  without  prohibiting  anyone. 
Mandelman  - I am  incredibly  fond  of  our  chair,  our  treasurer  and  Tony  Fazio. 

It  is  a good  thing  that  we  have  a Chinese-American  chair  and  treasurer.  I have 
reviewed  this  resolution  and  although  it  needs  work,  is  patently  fair. 

Katz  - There  is  a theme  here  that  disclosure  is  valuable.  This  does  not  get  to 
that.  Timing  is  an  issue  here.  When  we  put  together  a bidding  committee,  we 
cannot  know  what  people  are  going  to  do.  I recommend  this  be  voted  down. 

It  targets  valuable  members.  I assume  all  serve  with  the  best  interests  of  the 
party.  Rosenthal  brings  up  a different  section. 

Smith  - moves  the  previous  question. 

M/S/C  (Rothschild/Katz)  Move  to  oppose  this  resolution.  Vote  "yes." 
Resolution  defeated. 

M/S/C  (Rosenthal/Dorsey)  Conflicts  of  interest  section  9 bylaws  review  be 
added  to  next  month's  agenda.

WHEREAS,  Beverages  sweetened  with  caloric  sweeteners  such  as  sucrose  (table  sugar)  or  high  fructose 
corn  syrup  contain  “empty  calories”  as  defined  by  the  US  Department  of  Agriculture1 2 3  and  are  generally 
described  as  “sugary  beverages”;  and  legislation  under  consideration  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors  defines  a “sugary  beverage”  as  a 12-ounce  drink  with  25  or  more  calories  a serving,  that  has 
added  sugary  sweeteners;  and  sugary  beverages,  though  they  can  contain  hundreds  of  calories  in  a 
serving,  do  not  signal  “fullness”  to  the  brain.  Studies  show  that  sugary  beverages  flood  the  liver  with  high 
amounts  of  sugar  in  a short  amount  of  time,  and  that  this  “sugar  rush”  over  time  leads  to  fat  deposits  that 
cause  diabetes,  cardiovascular  disease  and  other  serious  health  problems;  2,3and  according  to  the 
American  Heart  Association  (AHA),  the  maximum  recommended  sugar  consumption  for  women  is  6 
teaspoons  (100  calories)  of  added  sugar  a day,  and  9 teaspoons  (150  calories)  for  men;  and  every  twelve 
ounce  bottle  of  a typical  sugar-sweetened  beverage  contains  nearly  9 teaspoons  of  sugar;  and  sugary 
beverages  represent,  on  average,  1 1 percent  of  daily  calories  consumed  by  children  in  the  U.S.  A recent 
survey  found  that  California  teenagers  are  consuming  more  sugary  beverages; 

WHEREAS  Since  1980,  obesity  among  children  and  adolescents  has  tripled  nationwide  4’5.  As  recently  as 
2010,  nearly  a third  of  children  and  adolescents  in  San  Francisco  were  obese  or  overweight; 6 and  every 
additional  sugary  beverage  consumed  daily  increases  a child’s  risk  for  obesity  by  60  percent;7  One  or  two 
sugary  beverages  per  day  increases  the  risk  of  Type  II  diabetes  by  26  percent; 8 and  one  in  three  children 
bom  today  will  develop  Type  II  diabetes  in  their  lifetime  if  sugary  beverage  consumption  does  not 
decline; 9 and  diseases  connected  to  sugary  beverages  disproportionately  impact  minorities  and  low- 
income  communities.  According  to  Head  Start  of  San  Francisco,  18  percent  of  3-4  year  olds  enrolled  in 
its  programs  are  obese.  Overall,  37  percent  of  African  American  children  and  40  percent  of  Latino 
children  in  San  Francisco  are  obese;  10  and  in  San  Francisco,  the  highest  rates  of  diabetes  hospitalization 
directly  correspond  with  the  highest  rates  of  expenditures  on  soda;  11  and  a recent  study  by  the  U.S. 
Centers  of  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  found  that  adults  who  got  at  least  25  percent  of  their  calories 
from  added  sugar  were  almost  three  times  more  likely  to  die  of  heart  problems  than  those  who  consumed 
the  least  - less  than  10  percent;  and  UCSF  researcher  Dr.  Kirsten  Bibbins-Domingo  has  calculated  that 
even  a one-cent  per  ounce  tax  on  sugar-sweetened  beverages  could  cut  sugary  beverage  consumption  by

Resolution  opposing  repeal  of  AB  1266,  which  clarifies  legal  protections  for 
transgender  students  in  California  and  protects  student  safety 


WHEREAS,  AB  1266,  “The  School  Success  and  Opportunity  Act,”  authored  by 
Assemblymember  Tom  Ammiano  (D-San  Francisco),  was  enacted  into  law  to  assure  the 
rights  of  every  student  in  California  to  access  school  facilities,  programs  and  activities 
consistent  with  his  or  her  gender  identity,  regardless  of  the  gender  listed  on  the  student's 
records;  and  that  this  statewide  law  is  substantially  similar  to  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District's  groundbreaking  policy,  first  enacted  in  2004,  which  has  been  enormously 
effective  in  ensuring  that  all  students  are  able  to  participate  fully  in  school  activities  and 
succeed  in  school;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  1266  clarifies  existing  law  prohibiting  discrimination  based  on  sex,  sexual 
orientation  and  gender  identity  in  schools,  further  protecting  students  whose  identity, 
behavior,  or  physical  characteristics  differ  from  stereotypical  gender  associations  from 
harassment  and  discrimination  that  inevitably  inflict  physical,  emotional  and  academic 
harms;  and 

WHEREAS,  right-wing  advocates  led  by  the  National  Organization  for  Marriage  and  the 
Traditional  Values  Coalition  are  working  to  repeal  AB  1266  through  a statewide 
referendum,  having  submitted  a sufficient  number  of  signatures  whose  validity  California 
counties  are  in  the  process  of  checking  before  the  February  24  deadline;  now 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  strongly  supports 
the  right  of  all  students  to  have  access  to  safe  school  facilities,  programs  and  activities 
consistent  with  their  gender  identity  needs,  and  condemns  any  effort  to  repeal  legal 
protections  for  students  that  are  currently  enshrined  in  California  and  federal  law;  and

WHEREAS,  Existing  state  law  mandates  that  any  person  who  reasonably  believes  that  he  or  she 
has  observed  the  commission  of  a murder,  rape,  or  lewd  or  lascivious  act  where  the  victim  is  a 
child  under  the  age  of  14  years  shall  notify  a peace  officer,  but  does  not  mandate  that  any  person 
who  reasonably  believes  that  he  or  she  has  observed  the  commission  of  a murder,  rape,  or  lewd 
or  lascivious  act  where  the  victim  is  a child  over  the  age  of  14  years  shall  notify  a peace  officer; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Murder,  rape,  and  lewd  or  lascivious  acts  are  also  committed  against  children  over 
the  age  of  14  years,  and  the  reporting  of  murder,  rape,  and  lewd  or  lascivious  acts  committed 
against  children  over  the  age  of  14  years  is  just  as  important  as  the  reporting  of  murder,  rape,  and 
lewd  or  lascivious  acts  committed  against  children  under  the  age  of  14  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  expansion  of  existing  state  law  to  mandate  that  any  person  who  reasonably 
believes  that  he  or  she  has  observed  the  commission  of  a murder,  rape,  or  lewd  or  lascivious  act 
where  the  victim  is  a child  under  the  age  of  1 8 years  shall  notify  a peace  officer  would 
necessarily  reduce  the  incidence  of  murder,  rape,  and  lewd  or  lascivious  acts  committed  against 
all  children,  including  children  over  the  age  of  14  years;  now  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  calls  on  Governor  Jerry  Brown  and 
the  California  State  Legislature  to  expand  existing  state  law  to  mandate  that  any  person  who 
reasonably  believes  that  he  or  she  has  observed  the  commission  of  a murder,  rape,  or  lewd  or 
lascivious  act  where  the  victim  is  a child  under  the  age  of  1 8 years  shall  notify  a peace  officer;

WHEREAS,  California  has  approximately  4.6  million  seniors  and  approximately  1.9  million 
people  with  disabilities,  many  of  whom  rely  upon  access  provided  by  a disability  parking  placard 
or  license  plate;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  has  recently  made  it  City  policy  to  pursue  repeal  of 
portions  of  California  Vehicle  Code  Section  225 1 1 .5,  to  impose  time  limits  and  begin  charging 
disability  parking  placard  holders  to  park.  This  action  was  taken  without  a public  vote  of  any 
locally  elected  official,  circumnavigating  the  democratic  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  alternative  means  of  transportation  such  as  mass  transit  and  paratransit  are  not 
always  viable  alternatives  for  people  with  disabilities,  and  imposing  additional  charges  on 
placard  holders  will  impose  an  undo  financial  hardship  and  drastically  inhibit  full  and  equal 
access  to  a central  government  program  as  guaranteed  by  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act; 
now  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  hereby  urges  the  California  State 
legislature  to: 

1 . Resist  any  efforts  to  repeal  California  Vehicle  Code  Section  225 1 1 .5 

2.  Demand  that  any  plan  proposed  by  local  jurisdictions  to  combat  fraud  and  misuse  in  the 
disability  parking  placard  system  be  developed  in  close  collaboration  with  a wide  cross 
section  of  people  with  disabilities  not  affiliated  with  the  government  of  that  jurisdiction 
and

NOTE:  1.  INTRODUCTION  AND  AMENDMENT  PROCESS 


§1.0  The  purpose  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  js 
to  provide  for  greater  public  accountability  by  being  better  able  to  provide  information 
to  people  interested  in  the  functioning  of  the  local  Party.  This  Policy  and  Procedure 
Manual  is  produced  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee 
(SFDCCC)  and  is  intended  to  put  into  written  form  the  practices  and  processes  of  the  San 
Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Clearly  defined,  written  procedures  will  ease  confusion  and 
enhance  the  cooperation  needed  for  the  success  of  the  Party  Goals.  The  Policy  and 
Procedure  Manual  contains  the  operating  rules  (e.g.,  Special  Rules  of  Order,  refer  to 
Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised)  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The 
Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  a supplement  to  and  based  on  the  Bylaws  of  the  San 
Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Bylaws  are  the  governing  document  of  the  local  Party. 

It  is  most  helpful  to  read  each  of  the  two  documents  in  conjunction  with  the  other.  A two- 
thirds  vote  is  required  to  suspend  a Policy.  The  SFDCCC  Office  practices  shall  be 
maintained  in  a written  Office  Manual  in  the  Party  Office  and  copies  will  be  available  on 
request. 

§2.0  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  Amendment  Process 

The  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  may  be  amended  at  any  regularly  scheduled  meeting 
of  the  SFDCCC  at  which  a quorum  is  present  by  a majority  vote  of  those  present  and 
voting,  provided  that  due  notice  of  such  meeting  is  mailed  in  conformity  with  Article  IV, 
Section  4 and  shall  contain  a complete  statement  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  well  as 
the  section(s)  changed,  if  any.

Re:  DCCC  membership  elections  and  updating  your  By-Laws 


We  have  received  a number  of  inquiries  from  DCCCs  requesting  advice  for  what  steps  should  be 
taken  to  deal  with  DCCC  elections  not  being  conducted  by  the  County  Registrar  during  the 
Gubernatorial  primary  years. 

SUMMARY 

Since  County  Registrars  do  not  have  to  conduct  elections  for  DCCCs  in  Gubernatorial  years,  each 
DCCC  needs  to  assess  the  desire  of  their  membership  to  choose  one  of  two  options. 

1)  Two-year  terms:  Maintain  the  two-year  term  of  office  for  members  and  create  or 
amend  if  necessary,  an  internal  system  to  run  their  elections;  or 

2)  Four-year  terms:  Change  their  By-Laws  to  extend  the  terms  of  office  for  members  from 
two  years  to  four  years. 

a.  Officer  terms:  Can  be  separate  from  members  and  be  2 or  4-year  terms.

Two-year  terms 

1)  Which  method  are  you  using  to  conduct  your  elections?  County  Convention?  Regional 
Caucuses? 

2)  How  many  seats  available? 

3)  Timeline  and  method  of  candidate  filing? 

4)  Process  for  deciding  winners  and  methods  for  challenging  the  results? 

5)  Publicizing  to  ensure  maximum  participation. 

6)  Amending  your  By-Laws  to  include  all  of  these  changes.

2)  Does  your  vacancy  language  need  updating?

BACKGROUND 

The  2014  primary  ballot  will  be  the  first  time  that  the  DCCC  elections  will  not  occur.  After  the 
passage  of  Prop  14  (the  “Top-Two  Primary”),  other  than  DCCC  elections,  there  was  no  other 
purpose  for  a partisan  ballot  in  Gubernatorial  years,  and  upon  urging  from  the  County  Registrars 
(due  to  the  additional  cost),  the  legislature  passed  SB  1272  (2012)  to  eliminate  DCCC  elections 
in  Gubernatorial  years  and  only  conduct  them  in  Presidential  years. 

As  stated  in  the  description  for  the  bill: 

This  bill  would  delete  the  requirement  that  those  members  be  elected  at  every  statewide  direct  primary 
election  and  instead  would  permit  those  members  to  be  elected  at  every  presidential  primary 
election. 

This  bill  would  specify  that  a county  central  committee  of  any  of  those  parties,  in  accordance  with  specified 
rules  and  regulations,  may  select  its  members  at  any  time  by  holding  a caucus  or  convention,  or  by  using 
any  other  approved  method  of  selection.

Even  before  this  bill,  much  of  the  organization  and  running  of  a DCCC  relied  less  on  the 
Elections  Code,  and  more  on  the  Bylaws  of  the  DCCC,  thanks  to  U.S.  Supreme  Court  rulings  in 
a variety  of  cases,  but  most  specifically  Eu  vs  the  San  Francisco  County  Democratic  Central 
Committee  (489  US  214  in  1989)  and  in  the  Court  of  Appeals,  Second  District  decision  in 
Wilson  v San  Luis  Obispo  County  Democratic  Central  Committee  (175  Cal  App.  4th  489  in 
2009).  Based  on  these,  the  Secretary  of  State’s  office  created  a memorandum  to  this  same  effect:

CONSIDERATIONS  FOR  THE  DCCC 

The  question  for  each  DCCC  is  how  they  wish  to  organize,  with  the  constraint  of  only  being  able 
to  be  on  the  ballot  during  Presidential  primaries.  The  two  major  choices  are: 

1)  Extend  terms  of  office  for  members  to  be  four  years  or 

2)  Maintain  two  year  terms  of  office  for  members,  and  create  an  internally  run 
system  of  elections  for  the  Gubernatorial  year,  such  as  a County  Convention  or 
County  Caucuses. 


In  either  case,  the  question  of  the  length  of  membership  can  be  separate  than  the  length  of  the 
term  of  office  for  the  officers  of  the  DCCC.  An  organization  may  decide  to  have  four  year  terms 
of  office  for  members,  but  reorganize  and  elect  new  officers  every  two  years  from  those 
members,  or  any  other  combination  of  terms  for  membership  and  terms  for  officers. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  ON  HOW  TO  PROCEED 

First,  after  assessing  the  desire  of  your  individual  DCCC,  review  your  Bylaws  to  achieve  the 
desired  organization.  When  amending  your  Bylaws, 

1 . Be  sure  that  you  do  so  in  accordance  with  your  current  amendment  procedures. 

2.  Keep  in  consideration  the  General  Policies  of  the  Democratic  Party.  These  General 
Policies  are  part  of  the  DNC’s  Charter  and  Bylaws,  and  the  CDP  has  incorporated  them 
as  Article  XIII  of  the  CDP’s  By-Laws.  A copy  of  this  text  can  be  found  at  the  bottom  of 
this  memo.  Two  primary  concerns  are  that  any  process  be  free  of  discrimination,  and  be 
as  widely  noticed  as  possible. 

This  is  especially  true  if  your  DCCC  decides  to  keep  two  year  terms  for  membership.  The 
method  that  your  DCCC  decides  to  utilize  to  conduct  your  elections  next  year  should  be  as  open 
and  inclusive  to  your  county’s  Democratic  community  as  possible.  In  a county  that  is  small 
geographically  or  population-wise,  a County  Convention  may  be  a possible  method  to  elect 
members.  In  larger  counties,  regional  caucuses  (such  as  one  caucus  per  Supervisorial  or 
Assembly  District)  may  be  a more  appropriate  means.  You  will  need  to  create  a system  that 
works  for  your  county.  This  includes  specifying  how  many  seats  are  available,  what  method  and 
timeline  should  be  used  to  file  for  these  seats,  when  the  elections  will  occur  for  competitive  seats 
and  a process  for  deciding  the  winners  (and  method  of  challenging  the  results).  Other  details 
may  be  necessary  and  should  be  amended  into  your  Bylaws.  Once  this  is  done,  the  information 
should  be  spread  as  widely  as  possible  through  your  county’s  Democratic  community  to  ensure 
the  maximum  participation  possible. 

If  your  county  decides  to  move  to  four  year  terms  of  office,  this  change  would  still  need  to  be 
written  into  your  Bylaws,  and  you  may  wish  to  review  and  update  your  procedures  for  filling 
vacancies  as  you  may  have  more  under  a four  year  membership  than  you  did  with  two  year 
memberships. 

Separately,  your  county  can  decide  on  the  length  of  term  desired  for  the  officers  of  your 
organization  and  again,  ensure  that  this  choice  is  appropriately  reflected  in  your  Bylaws. 

If  you  need  assistance  once  your  DCCC  has  made  the  decisions  on  how  to  be  organized,  we  can 
help  connect  you  to  either  other  DCCC’s  that  have  already  made  the  changes  in  their  Bylaws  so 
that  you  can  review  their  language  to  potentially  use  in  your  Bylaws,  or  ask  members  of  the  CDP 
Rules  Committee  to  volunteer  to  assist  you  in  the  drafting  of  your  Bylaw  amendments. 

SEPARATE  REMINDERS 

As  you  look  to  amend  your  Bylaws,  please  be  careful  of  three  things: 

1)  Reference  to  Elections  Code.  In  light  of  the  Eu  and  Wilson  court  decisions,  tying 
your  By-Laws  to  the  Elections  Code  is  counter-productive  and  should  be  avoided. 


2)  Language  tying  your  County  Committee  to  the  State  Party.  Democratic  County 
Central  Committees  are  legally  separate  entities.  This  is  important  to  maintain, 
especially  with  regard  to  political  reporting.  Language  suggesting  that  a DCCC  is 
an  arm  or  an  affiliate  of  the  CDP  is  inaccurate  and  should  be  avoided. 

3)  Does  your  committee  rely  on  “nominee”  in  your  By-Laws  (typically  in  your  ex- 
officio  membership  section)?  If  so,  you  should  either  modify  this  section  or  add 
an  additional  section  defining  “nominee”  as  Prop  14  eliminated  this  term.  For  the 
State  Party,  we  added  the  following  term  as  Article  I,  Section  3b.: 

“b.  All  references  to  “nominee”  shall  refer  to  that  registered  Democrat  in  a 

voter-nominated  election  who  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  the 
general  election.  Should  there  be  no  registered  Democrat  among  the  “top- 
two”  in  the  general  election,  “nominee”  shall  refer  to  that  registered 
Democrat  who  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  the  top-two  open 
primary.” 

CONCLUSION 

If  you  have  not  yet  undertaken  this  process  to  identify  the  terms  of  office  for  membership  and 
officers  of  your  organization,  and  made  these  changes  into  your  Bylaws,  you  should  commence 
on  this  immediately.  Going  into  2014,  each  DCCC  should  have  this  task  behind  them  and  able 
to  focus  on  the  electoral  goals  that  we  all  strive  for  - electing  and  maintaining  Democrats  in 
office  at  all  levels. 


California  Democratic  Party  By-Laws 
ARTICLE  XIII:  GENERAL  POLICIES 


Section  1.  PUBLIC  MEETINGS 

All  public  meetings  at  all  levels  of  the  Democratic  Party  shall  be  open  to  all  members  of  the 
Democratic  Party  regardless  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  religion,  ethnic 
identity,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  persons  with  disabilities  as  defined  by  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  of  1990  or  economic  status.  Accordingly,  the  scheduling  of 
Democratic  Party  affairs  at  all  levels  shall  consider  the  presence  of  any  religious  minorities 
of  significant  numbers  of  concentration  whose  level  of  participation  would  be  affected. 

Section  2.  TESTS  AND  OATHS 

No  test  for  membership  in,  nor  any  oaths  of  loyalty  to,  the  Democratic  Party  shall  be 
required  or  used  which  has  the  effect  of  requiring  prospective  or  current  members  of  the 
Democratic  Party  to  acquiesce  in,  condone  or  support  discrimination  on  the  grounds  of  race, 
color,  creed,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  religion,  ethnic  identity,  sexual  orientation,  gender 
identity,  persons  with  disabilities  as  defined  by  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  of  1990 
or  economic  status. 


Section  3. 


NOTICE  OF  AGENDAS  AND  MEETINGS 


The  time,  place  and  agendas  of  all  public  meetings  of  the  Democratic  Party  on  all  levels 
shall  be  publicized  fully  and  in  such  manner  as  to  assure  timely  notice  to  all  interested 
persons.  Such  meetings  must  be  held  in  places  accessible  to  all  Party  members  and  large 
enough  to  accommodate  all  interested  persons. 

Section  4.  REGISTRATION 

The  Democratic  Party,  on  all  levels,  should  support  the  broadest  possible  registration 
without  discrimination  on  grounds  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  religion, 
ethnic  identity,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  persons  with  disabilities  as  defined  by  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  of  1 990  or  economic  status. 

Section  5.  FULL  PUBLICATION  OF  SELECTION  PROCEDURES 

The  Democratic  Party  shall  publicize  fully  and  in  such  a manner  as  to  assure  notice  to  all 
interested  parties  a fbll  description  of  the  legal  and  practical  procedures  for  selection  of 
Democratic  Party  Officers  and  representatives  on  all  levels. 

Section  6.  TIMELY  PUBLICATION  OF  SELECTION  PROCEDURES 

Publication  of  these  procedures  shall  be  done  in  such  fashion  that  all  prospective  and  current 
members  of  the  State  Democratic  Party  will  be  fully  and  adequately  informed  of  the 
pertinent  procedures  in  time  to  participate  in  each  selection  procedure  at  all  levels  of  the 
Democratic  Party  Organization. 

Section  7.  TIMELY  PUBLICATION  OF  SELECTION  QUALIFICATIONS 

The  Democratic  Party  shall  publicize  fully  and  in  such  a manner  as  to  assure  notice  to  all 
interested  parties  a complete  description  of  the  legal  and  practical  qualifications  of  all 
officers  and  representatives  of  the  State  Democratic  Party.  Such  publication  shall  be  done  in 
timely  fashion  so  that  all  prospective  candidates  or  applicants  for  any  elected  or  appointed 
position  within  the  State  Democratic  Party  will  have  full  and  adequate  opportunity  to 
compete  for  office. 

Section  8.  QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  RIGHT  TO  VOTE  IN  PRIMARY 

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  a Democratic  candidate  at  a partisan  primary  election 
unless  he  or  she  is:  1)  a registered  Democrat,  or  2)  registered  as  a Decline-to-State  who 
requests  a Democratic  ballot,  and  is  recorded  as  having  done  so. 

Section  9.  SECRET  BALLOT  AND  VOTER’S  RIGHT  TO  KNOW 

a.  The  Democratic  Party  is  committed  to: 

(1)  the  preservation  of  the  right  of  the  voter  to  a secret,  secure,  and  counted 

ballot  at  the  first  determining  step  of  the  delegate  selection  process  and  the 


first  level  of  participation  at  which  an  individual  Democrat  expresses 
his/her  personal  and  individual  preference,  and

(2)  the  voter’s  right  to  know  how  his/her  representatives  have  voted. 

Based  upon  Resolution  of  the  DNC  Rules  Committee  adopted  on  June  23,  1994: 

(1)  voters  at  the  first  determining  step  of  the  delegate  selection  process  and 
first  level  of  participation  shall  have  an  absolute  right  to  a secret  ballot 
which  is  secure  and  counted  when  he/she  is  expressing  his/her  own 
personal  and  individual  preference,  and 

(2)  no  vote  by  secret  ballot  may  be  taken  at  any  meeting  of  any  official 
Democratic  Party  body  beyond  the  first  determining  step  at  which  an 
individual  Democrat  expresses  his/her  personal  and  individual  preference 
on  an  action  that  constitutes  part  of  the  delegate  selection  process  for  the 
Democratic  National  Convention. 

Based  upon  Article  Nine,  Section  12  of  the  Charter  of  the  Democratic  Party  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  which  prohibits  secret  ballots  as  an  infringement  of  the 
voter’s  right  to  know  how  their  representatives  have  voted,  except  as  noted  herein 
above,  no  vote  by  secret  ballot  shall  be  taken  at  any  meeting  of  the  California 
Democratic  Party,  its  Assembly  District  Election  Meetings,  or  its  Caucuses. 

Any  person  who  has  been  determined  to  have  been  elected  on  a secret  ballot  after 
12/31/01,  beyond  the  first  determining  step  in  the  delegate  selection  process,  or 
first  level  of  participation  in  violation  of  these  rules,  shall  be  denied  credentials  by 
the  Credentials  Committee  of  This  Committee  and  shall  not  be  recognized  or 
seated  by  This  Committee  at  any  meeting  of  This  Committee,  its  Executive 
Board,  its  Assembly  District  Election  Meetings,  or  its  Caucuses.”

Publication  of  any  Democratic  Party  notice  via  email  will  be  considered  valid  if: 

(1)  The  sender  and  receiver  have  both  consented,  in  writing,  to  sending  and 
receiving  notice  in  this  manner, 

(2)  The  notice  was  sent  to  or  from  the  email  address  specified  when  giving 
consent,  or  most  recent  email  address  specified  on  a subsequent  notice  of 
change  of  address  by  sender  or  receiver,  and, 

(3)  The  obligation  to  inform  and  procedure  for  informing  of  any  change  in 
email  address  has  been  specified  in  writing.
